A 
a crowd of Mussulmans, who were in’ the 
public gardon and in the stroct, witnessed 
arrying off of the girl. Inconsequence, 
about 5,000 Mussulinins came to-day (Sat- 
urday) to the Governor’stonaky demand 
the restoration of the girl, and declari 
that hor forcible seizure and carry 
was a public mt. The Jocal authority 
hastened to assure them that it had alroady 
taken steps to procure the restitution of the 
girl, and succeeded in dispersing the as- 
The latter, how- 
crowded into the SaatlyDjami Mosque, 
near the konal:,to insist upon their demand, 
As soon as Tlearnt of this assemblage, I 
took measures for the speedy restitution of 
tho girl. I sent several local notabilities 
and superior functionaries to the mosque to 
persuade the gathering to disperse. I im- 
ately sent for armed assistance to the 
fortress,to the Imperial corvette Edirne and 
to the iron clad on this station,and Tordered 
Re (rererves) to be called ont. 
Meanwhile the Consuls of France 
and Germany, together with a certain 
Banik Oglou, proceeded to the mosque in 
question, and advanced admidst the crowd, 
who sought toimpede their further progress. 
Immediately people had come to tell of this, 
I hurried to the mosque in company with 
the Cadi (the Judge). I didallin my power 
to appease the crowd ; [spoke to them words 
of earnest advice and exhortation, while I 
awaited the arrival of the military. I en- 
deayored also, but in vain, to get the con- 
suls away. ©The girl being at that moment 
in the house of the coneul of Germany (Mr. 
Abbott), the latter wrote a note directing 
that she should be immediately brought to 
the niosque, But as there was delay in 
her arrival, the mob rushed upon the place 
where we were and began to break the 
railings of the windows. Some of the 
rioters also went to get arms, We strug- 
gled body to body against thagioters to 
protect the consuls, when, all of a sudden, 
the mob, entirely taking away the window 
irons, fell upon the consuls and assassinated 
them both. The crime had scarcely been 
perpetrated when the girl arrived, and the 
rioters, on seeing her, began to disperse.

Mahommedans, and about 30,000 neutral 
Jows, One of points that re- 
mains to be and on which 
the gravity of the caso mainly de- 


ponds, is the frame of mind of the unfortu- 
nate girl (age 13,) who was apparently the 
primitive cause of the disturbance. The 
Vali asserts that she ‘* had embraced Tslam- 
ism,” and that the Christians got hold of 
her by violenco,outraging her by the remov- 
al of her yashmal. Ho does not tell us 
that her conversion was known in the city, 
that her arrival at the station was expected, 
or that those who were supposed to be look- 
ing for her-had any means of recognizing 
her under her yeil. How natural it is to, 
accept the other version—that the girl on 
alighting at the platform cried for help, de- 
claring she had been made a Mussulman 
against her will; and that it was only then 
that the two servantslof the American Con- 
sul, who were there with the carriage await- 
ing their master, who did not come by that 
train, aided by the bystanders, took her un- 
der their protection, smuggled her away in 
the consul’s carriage, and removed her to a 
place of safety. Had the girl been seized 
by the Christians without her consent, sure- 
ly the Vali would have told us that she cried 
or strugyled, or clung to the captichs, who, 
according to the Vali's report, had her in 
their keeping. The girl was taken to the 
house of one Hadji Lazaro, and subsequent- 
ly to that of the German Consul, whence, 
by order of the Vali, she was brought to 
the mosque, just in time to miss witnessing 
the murder, and by her presence to appease 
the murderers’ rage. She was left, seem- 
ingly, in Mussnlman hands, and will have 
little opportunity of Renseling her recanta- 
tion, her terror probably paralyzing all her 
power of ever giving a satisfactory agcount 
of what she saw, did, or endured. 

The German Consul, Mr. Abbott, an 
English subject, though native of Salonica, 
was here not long age, and was haunted by 
dreary forebodings of the violent death 
which awaited him. The French Consul, 
Mr, Moulin, was a Frenchman, and a Con- 
sul de Carriere, or regularly appointed and 
salaried consul. Both of them were married 
to Greek ladies of distinction, and connect- 
ed through their wives with*the Ottoman 
Ministers at Rome and Brussels. The 
American Consul is a Greek ; Mr. Blunt, 
the British Consul, is also a Leyantine. The 
Frerich Consul was young, highly esteemed, 
lately married, and leaves a wife with two 
children, and the prospects ofa third. The 
German Consul, Ai young, married, and 
with children, had the reputation of a very 
determined Turcophile.

be takén to thatend. The proclamation 
“announcing the change, however, and

The vote was 264 to 165, 
Strange Developments about the 
Murder of Tomas D'Arcy 
MoGee, 


The Montreal Star is responsible for the 
following ; ‘‘It is reported thata mannamed 
Trotter, now under sentence of death for 
murder in New York, has confessed to hay- 
ing shot and killed Thomas D'Arcy McGee, 
From information we received to-day from 
a resident of Ottawa, it appears that it was 
in this same Trotter's mother’s house that 
McGee was lodging and was about to enter 
at the time of his death. Trotter, the con- 
fessed murderer, was at the time a youth of 
sixteen, and was a page in the House of 
Commons.

The Death of the Rev. Canon 
Baldwin, 


Very many-of the citizens of Toronto will | 
regret to learn that the fears which have for 
some time been entertained respecting the re- 
covery of the Rev, Canon Baldwin from his 
long illness were but too well founded, and 
that his death took place at an early’ hour | 
yesterday evening. Though he had been for 
a long time in delicate health, as the result of 
disease of the heart, it was not until quite 
recat that very unfavorable symptoms 
made themselves apparent, Up to yesterday 
morning it was thought that ie might stil 
rally, but by that time his physicians were 
compelled to abandon all hope, and to inform 
the patient and his friends tl he had only 
a few hours to live.

Loxpoy, June 1.—A Vienna despatch says 
the accounts of the revolution in Constanti- 
nople are very conflicting.» The inajority of 
the reports, however, agree as to the follow- 
ing particulars :—The Ministers assembled on 
Monday afteinoon atthe residence of the 
Vizier, anddiscussed the state of public af- 
f They concluded that unless some 
remedial measures were adopted a universal 
rebellion and a general collapse of the State 
would result. A resolution was adopted em- 

ying these views, and a petition to t 
Sultan was drawn up, praying him to abdicate 
in order to save the country. ‘The Sultan n 
ceived the petition with affected composure, 
and said he would consider the matter. On 
Tuesday morning there was a great stir in 
the streets. Theo trade guilds, firemen, water- 
drawers, and water-carniers, headed by the 
Softas, formed a procession and marched to 
the Sultan’s Palace unopposed by the mili- 
tary, who were apparently Miprovided with 
orders how to act in caso of such emergency. 
During its progress the procession was in- 
creased by thousands. The Palace was 
guarded by mounted police, who did not in- 
terfere with the crowd, although cri 
raised of ‘Down with Abdul Aziz !’ 
Murad!’ In the meantime Murad having 
been released from his house,to which he had 
been confined by the Sultan, was conducted 
to the mosque and saluted as Sultan Murad 
V. While this was happening it was sug- 
gested to Abdul Aziz it would be prudent for 
him to remoye with his four sons to the old 
Seraglio. He complicd, und was escorted 
thither almost speechless,

And he 
generally gets it, too ; for if the first buyer 
that comes around makes any difference in 
the price, and avoids the heavy lots, the 
next one often buys the heayy wool at full 
prices. 

From an experience of thirty years in 
selling wool, we find that fleeces done up 
loosely,and made to appear large, wniform- 
ly'sell the best. Take three fleeces that

Bridling the Tongue. 


Perhaps we cannot practice’a better din- 
cipline than by bridling or gaining control 
over our tongues, If any onedidk panda bea, 
to the importance of this discipline, let them 
read what St. James says about it, in the 
third chapter of his epistle, It isa terrible 
description of a most deadly evil, and yet 
every’woud of it istruc. Nor is this all. The 
evil thing set forth is wide-spread—all but 
universal. Some aré more thonghtful than 
others,"but none among Ns oré ‘sufficiently 
careful as to what wesay and When we say 
it. The Apostle tells us, ‘ If any man offend 
not in word, the same is a perfect man, and 
able alsa to bridle the whole body.” This 
is strong language, but it is true. Self con- 
trol is ono of the highest attainments we can 
ever reach, The man who so can control his 
impulses, his passions, his feelings, his emo- 
tions, as that they shall never find untimely 
or improper expression in words, is as Chris- 
tian-like as he can ever be in this world. 
Sometimes the excuse is made for eyil speak- 
ing, that the person is thoughtless, that he 
doos not mean what he says. But is thought- 
lessness really any excuse ? Does it not add to 
theoffence? But however this may be, Christians 
ought not so to offend. They are as lights 
and witnesses in the world. They are the 
Saviour’s representatives, and as such they 
should seek to be as much like him as possible. 
Never should thoy forget that by their incon- 
sistencies they inflict upon the cause of Clirist 
the deopest wound it ever receives. How 
awful the thought that by our words and acts 
we may become the stumbling-blocks on 
which others may fall and be lost forever— 
God forbid it! To guard against this, we 
shall do well to improve this season in trying 
to gain control over ourselves, and particular 
ly over our tongues. Would Christians corse 
their evil speaking, the power of our religion

Daily autelligencer, 
An Ugly Likeness. 


We were three sisters, daughters of an old 
retired country doctor, living in what wo call 
“our Flataam,” all that was left to us of the 
wreck of our father’s property. ‘‘ Our Flat- 
sam” waa not xo bad, for during my father's 
life he had made it comfortable, and there was 
} a good vegetable garden attached to it; but 

ntl, we were very poor, When father was 
alive, for years of his life we were looked upon 
as amongst the wealthiest peo) ple in the place, 
and so I fancy wo were, for his practice was 
very large and he had become owner of a great 
dea} of landed property, but everything, went 
from him, as from thousands of others, daring 
the great commercial panic of 1853, that swept 
over the land like a fire, Mother never knew 
trouble of this kind; father died before the 
“Great Sale,” as the wreck of his property 
was called—died, 1 am sure, of a broken heart, 
not for himself, but for us girls, who after all 
had to bear the brunt’of it. 

We were three: Nelly, the youngest, aged 
nineteen—the child, the baby; Mabel, aged 
twenty-four, who had been wooed and married 
anid widowed in less than two years, and my- 
self, Esther, aged thirty-six t), long 
looked on as an old maid. by the community 
at large. You might fill in the gaps between 
our ages with boys and girls, a mm under 
the ban of consumption, and all withered and 
wilted through its remorseless blight. 

I have said that Mabel was wooed and 
married and widowed in less than two years, 
Her husband, George Taunton, was a young 
Englishman, a surveyor and engineer by pro- 
fession, holding a first-class mtuation on a 
railway line which at that time was opening 
up all the country round about us, He was, 
without exception, the best and truest man 
Lever mot, as noble in spirit as ho was in 
bodily appearance, and when he was carried 
to his grave, if over threo women ran a raco 
of tears, it was Nelly and Mabel and I. Of 
course, Mabel felt what we could never -feel, 
but 1am sure that no man eyery lived more 
purely loved by three sisters. 

‘Two years after his death, one wild No- 
vember night, we were gathered round the 
parlor table, allocating ont our scanty finan- 
ces for the coming month ; I, what I had re:

healthicr circumstances, I dreaded to think 
of. My goodness! how that man did eat! 
He ntver got up to breakfast, but lay in bed 
till eleven o'clock, only getting out of it to 
take in his breakfast, which we left outside 
of his door. At first we sent him up a fresh 
ogg and a couple of rounds of nicely buttered, 
toast, witha large cup of coffee, Of this 
not a relic was left, so that Mabel boiled two 
cggs, increased the toast allowance, and sent 
up the biggest cup she could find in the vil- 
lage. The moral of this tale was the same 
as tho last~empty cup, empty plate, empty 
epg. shelle. Then Mabel started the idea 
that possibly his diseaso took the form of 
ravenous inclination for feod, and she sent 
him up the best part of a loaf, well buttered, 
and four eggs. Thin evidently gave him sea- 
room'to work in, and some slight spars and 
timbers weré loft behind in the shape of 
crusts of toast and one ogg—sometimes only 
the crusts.

At two o'clock, our old dinner time, we 
women took our dinner inthe kitchen, for 
our great Bashaw could not hear of dining at 
such an hour, and at tive o'clock we brought 
in his—‘anything atall, dear sisters,a chicken 
and a little vegetable,and nothing more please 
than a glass of ale.” ‘Then at seven, a cup of 
tea dnd na morsel of tonst-(gonerally threo 
rounds), and ther at ten—“' any little thing 
going, sisters,and another glass of that beauti- 
ful alo, and a quiet smoke,” and then bed. 

Of course, entertaining a living tomb for 
food like this, soon toldon our very shallow 
purse, and as our boarder never breathed one 
word about money matters, I, who acted as 
chancellor of the oxchoquer, began to feel like 
spoaking rather plainly on tho subject. Again 
and again I went into the room determined 
to have somo understanding, but it really ap-

The Toleration Question in Spain. 


SPREOH OF CASTELAR IN PAYOR 
OF RELIGIOUS TOLER ATION. 


Tho Madrid correspondent of the London 
Times, under date of May 9, saya :— 


Yesterday the walls of the Lower Houso 
| of the Spanish Cortes listened to the time- 
honored ploas in favor of polls us intoler- 
ance, marshalled by Senor Moyano, the 
Moderado orator. He urged that Spain's 
Qreatness was achioved under the strict 
rule of tho Papacy, that tho will of the Pon- 
tiff ought.to be law to her still, To-day a 
freshor sir swept through the thronged 
House. The lady of fashion, tho statesman 
of every shade of political feoling,the whole 
diplomatic bodies, tho. passing stranger, 
listend for two liours and a half, enthralled 
by the eloquence, and hanging upon every 
word of the great orator, Emilio Castelar, 
He said, speaking from his own place :— 


“From the day when the elements of 
human matter rose up from the confusion 
of the chaos uprose with them spirit and 
heart and conscience; that spirit you can- 
not curb, that conscience you cannot bind 
by any human law of coercion. Try it; it 
has been tried ; it has ever failed; it ever 
will fail. And why! Because it is against 
the will of the great Creator of the Universe, 
The state has over—-in the pages of Divine 
or human history go and seck it—sought to 
bind down the conscience of men; Pharaoh, 
who represented the State, sought to forco 
his own form of worship upon Moses and 
the Jows; Pilate, the state representative, 
throngh seeking to do this, wetted his hands 
in the blood of the Spotless One. Nero, 
the Cossack of the Don, King Henry VIII. 
and his harlot Parliament, Charles 1V.—- 
all these, powers of the state, committed a 
like fatal error ; and how do their names 
sound in our ears ? No, brother deputies, 
you cannot doit. The state and the con- 
science are.two great powers, but they are 
separate entities, and each has its dwn work 
in the universe, The state is the represent- 
ative of authority toenforee what is mor- 
ally and legally clearly right, but the con- 
science has ahigher, finer, keener task to 
perform. 

Conscience, brother deputies, is Wwneoer- 
cible, is inviolable ; you may persuade, but 
never can you coerce it by force. Sirs, I 
charge io one with desiting to bring back 
the cursed ‘age of torments, the horrors of 
the Inquisition, the street and altar smeared 
with innocent blood ; nay, but,sirs,I charge 
you with trying to coerce men to be hypo- 
crites and liars from fear—fear lest their 
children should be illegitimate ; fear lest 
their riglits of citizenship be taken from 
them; fear lest when.dead their’ bones 
should rot on some dunghill or in the 
Campo. You say “‘ the State undertakes 
to support the Roman Catholic religion’ and 
its ministers.” Well, I give that creed its 
due honor ; I own its beauty and its force 
and its antiquity. And you say, ‘* This is 
the true religion.” Sirs, are you so gross 
as to say, “‘ This is the true,” because it is 
i by human law and force of arms | 
Nay; sirs, you will surely say, ‘‘ This true, 
because, and only because it recommends 
itself to yourheart and conscience as the 
true ono ;” and, if so, why do you want a 
human hand to force you to follow that 
which your conscience tells you is true! 
Are you afraid of a rival? Sirs, you do an 
honor to Protestantism ifyou thinkit sotrue 
as to be able, in a fair race, to outrun

Loxpon, May 16, 1876. 

Londoners who,on Saturday last,shouted 
themselves hoarse in welcoming the Princo 
of Wales on his return from the East, are 
now amusod by the accounts which “pear 
in the papers of the disombarkation of the 
valuable collection of wild animals which he 
brought home with him, and which were 
presented to him after the fashion of Eant- 
orn royalty, as tokens of the esteom of tho | 
various rajahs and potentates whos domin- | 
ions he visited during his memorable tour. | 
Tho war-ships Serapis, Osborne and Raleigh | 
wero,in fact, turned into floating menager- 
ies, to the great delight of tho sailors, who | 
were enabled to indulge to their hearts’ 
conterit their peculiar predilection for pots | 
of all kinds, althongh, indeed, somo of the | 
pets had to be fondled in imagination only, | 
and from a distance. 


Last Friday the decks of tho great ship | 
which had done duty as royal yacht were | 
crowded with people, who displayed as 
much curiosity as though they were in the 
Zoological Gardens in Regent's Park. But 
fow of the collection succumbed to tho ef- 
fects of the voyago. The tigers, indeed, 
from all accounts, wero’: particularly lively 
passengers, one of them, & y ig one, 
having given proof of its incapacity to ap- 
preciate confinement by biting off the hand 
of a midshipman. 

The visitors were conducted over tho 
menagerio by tlie sailors, who took especial 
delight in showing off the proclivities of | 
their pets.

The Osborne hud on board the most in- | 
teresting members of the show,in the shapo | 
of two baby elephants, of wonderful saga- | 
city and gentleness, which, during the voy- 
age had been accustomed to roam at will 
abont the ship like big dogs, Their names 
are ** Rustom "and ‘ Omar,” and the re- 
semblance between them is so close that 
they can only be distinguished by the | 
names on their collars. They worked their 
passage home by acting as ash hoisters,and 
when the Osborne entered the harbor on 
Thursday they took up their station with 
miich gravity and decorum upon the pad- | 
dle box beside the Captain, keoping up an | 
incessant salaam in the direction of the| 
chilly land for which they have changod 
their sultry clime, 

‘Anitelopes, Cashmere sheep, four-horned 
sheep, wild dogs, musk deer and an im- 
mense panther are among the remainder 
of the collection. which consistsaltogether | 
of 134 animals and birds. They arrived in 
London to-day, and will find a temporary 
resting place at the Zoological Gardens, 
where a new tent has been erected for 
them. ‘Tickets for the “ Zoo,” on Sun- 
days, will doubtless be in great demand, 
forever since the day when the Royal 
Menagerie at the Tower of London ceased 
to be one of London sights, English knights 
and princes haye not indulged in this 
ancient appendage of royalty.

_ Visitors who have penétrated into the 
Civic’ heart of London will réemombér that 
in front of the Guildhall! js an open square, 
the feeding ground of many flocks of 
pigeons, For the present occasion (the 
pigeons being ousted) the whole of this 
space was built over, the temporary struc- 
ture connecting on one side with the 
Bankruptcy Court.

The 
groups of statuary had been polished up for 
the occasion, and at one end the immense 
buffet glowed with a marvellous exhibition 
of the best specimens of the plate of the 
reat companies, the intrinsic yalue of the 
Siaplay exceeding £150,000, In the hall 
was spread the banquet, the decorations of 
the tables being almost entirely floral. 
At the cross table, laden with the choicest 
fruits and reserved for the host and his 
illustrious guests, a shining sea of crystal, 
with banks of magnificent flowers, formed 
the principal decorations. 
The line of route was along'the Thames 
embankment and by the new Victoria street 
the whole distance being lined by tho 
masses of people who never fail to turn out 
to gaze upon the fleeting cavalcade and 
retinue of shining cuirasses, dancing plumes 
and silk stockinged, gold-bi 0 :aded footmen, 
which hedge royalty in its state paasage 
through the atreets, Tho crowd displayed 
the usual features—working-men were in 
great force, and there was no end of babies 
in arms, The neyro miastrel was the dis- 
penser of amusement pending *the arrival 
of the royal cortege, and good humored 
horse play whiled away the time. The 
decorations of the route were not remarik- 
able, save, perhaps, for the effusive mot- 
toes here and there displayed, ‘‘Welcome 
Home” being the favorite. The army of 
peddlers who use such occasions for turning 
an honest penny drovo a roaring trade in 
“Commemoration Medals,’ portraits of the 
“Rile Family” and ladies’ pins, whereupon 
“His Rile "Ighness” from a turret on an 
clepliant’s back slew the ferocious tiger. 
The procession of State carriages was 
greeted as it passed h a fen de joie of 
cheers, but,as the carriages were all closed, 
they could obtain onlya momentary glimpse 
of the Prince and his lovely wife. Amidst | 
the clanging of the church bolls and_ the | 
roar of theiynmense multitude which black- | 
ened the approaches, the guests arrived at 
the entrance,and were received with a loud 
and joyous fanfare of silver trumpets. Tho | 
host and hostess, summoned by the civil | 
functionaries, all in the antique dresses, | 
which, massed together, formed a grand | 
mass of color, welcomed their illustrious | 
guests with deep obeisance. A procession 
was then formed, headed by tho civic

Much has beon said as to the want of ef- 
ficiency in those services, or rather croak- | 
ers have spoken of their want of efficiency 
—(cheors and laughter)—but as far as my 
SxPerisnos ops. from_what Thomann 
others, [ think we may be quite satisfied 
in this country that the troops which are 
in India andthe ships which guard our 
shores are in every respect in a high state 
of efficiency. The magniticent view which 
I had the opportunity of witnessing at the 
camp-exercise at Delhi,where upwards of 
18,000 men were present, was one which I 
am not likely to forget. I am quite sure 
that if those who are present to-night only 
knew what the troops looked like they 
would envy me for having seen them, The 
native troops are well worth inspecting. 
They are splendid men in every. respect. 
As the English troops in garrison in every 
part of the Empire are in a very high state 
of efficiency, and looked as our soldiers 
ought to look. With regard tothe navy, 
I had an opportunity during my late tray- 
els of seeing four squadrons—the Indian 
squadron, tho flying squadron, the Medi- 
terranean squadron and the Channelsquad- 
ron. Ido not think it will soon come to 
my lot to see four great squadrons in the 
space of seven months again. Iam nota 
naval man myself, and I make remarks on 
this subject I may be corrected by my 
brother on my left (laughter), butso far as 
one could judge with the eye of a lands: 
man, I think we have, as the First Lord of 
the Admmirality has said,reason to be proud 
of the ships which I have seen in all the 
different waters through which I have pass- 
ed. LT again thank the Lord Mayor for the

Suave Trees. —The wise provision made 
for the planting of trees in the following 
extract, from the New York Tribune, is 
worthy of imitation in this country, where 
very few trees are seon along the country 
roads; “The lawin New York making 
provision for planting shade trees along the 
highway is as follows’; Any inhabitant 
liable to highway tax who shall transplant 
Torest shade trees or fruit trees of suitable 
size, shall be allowed by the overseer of 
highways, in abatement of his highway 
f tax, $1 for every four trees set out ; but 
no row of elins shall be placed nearer than 
70 feet, no row of maples or other forest 
trees nearer than 50 feet, except locust. 
which may be set 30 feet apart ; fruit trees 
must also be sot at least 50 feet apart, and 
no allowance as before mentioned, shall he 
made, unless such trees shall have been 
set out the year previous to the demand 
for said abatement of tax, and are living 
and well protected from animals at the 
time of such demand.”

The Great Cooke Demonstration, 


(From the Weekly Telegram.) 


Brtrasr, Thursday, May 11th, 


The great day so long looked for has at 
length arrived, and while we write the im- 
mense procession is being steadily brought 
together at the general place of rendez; 
yous. Everything seems to be in its favor, 
and no doubt can be entertained that it 
will be one of the grandest displays ever 
held fora long period in Ulster. Nothing 
could be more favorable than the state of 
the weather. So early as nine o'clock con- 
siderable crowds began to assemble in -the 
neighborhood of the statue, who keenly 
criticised the merits of the work and the 
general prospects of the day. These grad-

ually increased as minute after minuto 
elapsed, and by ten o'clock the number of 
spectators was largely increased by a well- 
dressed class of people, who seemed to be 
chiefly those who have local habitations.

attendance of their employees, and hence 

general leave of absence was given. There 
was a holiday too, given in the majority of 
Pane schools elsator to the various 
Protestant denominations. 


The police ‘arrangements are as close as 
possible to perfection. No doubt there 
has been a lara addition made to the 
strength of the constabulary in town. Be- 
tween two and three hundred men have 
heen imported from various parts of An- 
trim, Down and Armagh; but, with re- 
markable prudence there were nowhere to 
be seen, and it is thought that in the end 
they will have the agreeable duty to per- 
form of following the example of the 
famous soldiers of the King of France who 
marched up a hill, and'then marched down 
again. As the various lodges continued to 
arrive, their places for preliminary assem- 
blage were clearly laid down before them 
by local deputies, who received them at 
the railway stations, It was strictly order- 
ed thatno music would be played nor 
colors worn in the town by brethren com- 
ing or returning from the demonstration. 

The various trains arriving at the Ulster 
Railway terminus brought with them a 
large concourse of brethren, representa- 
tives of county lodges, and entire lodges 
from adjacent districts. In front of the 
entrance and along Great Victoria Street, 
large crowds of people were collected, and 
followed the more prominent lodges up 
the Lisbon Road. Inno case did we see 
banners unfurled, and not even the sound 
of a drum was to be heard. The arrange- 
ments previously made were rigidly ad- 
hered to, and the manner in which the in- 
structions are being carried out speaks 
yolumes for the organization of the Orango 
Institution in the North. he various 
deputations at the railway were warmly 
received by members of Belfast lodges. 

A large crowd assombled in front of the 
County of Down terminus at nine o'clock 
for the purpose of witnessing the arrival 
of the County of Down contingent, which

At 2:45 the procession made its appear- 
ance in front of the Copke statue and | 
marching at four deep, the cavalcade was 
more than four miles long. | 
Perhaps Belfast citizens neyer before wit- 
nessed cor gated in their midst such a 
vast representation of the Protestant com- | 
munity as that displayed in the monster 
proceasion to-day. ~The different lodges 
took up quarters in the vicinity of the Lis- 
burn road, and kept standing, playing be- 
ing freely indulged in until the arrival of 
the Dorry Apprentice Boys. When they 


| made their appearance at the place appoint- 


od, from side to side the place was pucked ; 
motion to and fro was impossible, and the 
inajority had to bo content with witnessing 
the crimson banners floating in the air. 
The rear end of the procession was beyond 
Balmoral Station when the front was at the 
lower extremity of the Lisburn Road, the 
whole length being about four miles, 
Marching commenced abont —half-past 
twelve. Sixteen bands were in attendance 
pa about four hundred lodges represent- 
od. 

The procession made its appearance,after 
having travelled a circhit of about five 
miles, at the Lisburn Road about half-past 
one o'clock. The van drawn by two horses 
in which was Mr. Johnson, took the lead 4 
then followed the Apprentice Boys, their 
splendid brass band payin ins the rear, 
The other lodges marched in order, four 
deep, and the passage was kept clear dur- 
ing the entire route. About one hour elaps- 
ed from the time the front lodges started 
until the rear began to move. Perhaps 
never before were witnessed such crowds 
of people as assembled in at Victoria 
Street. Every window was studded, and 
all elevations packed. Mr. Johnston was 
lustily cheered from the Lisburn Road to 
the Statue. The van on coming to the mo- 
morial made a circuit around it, and was 
stationed facing Wellington Place. The 
Apprentice Boys marched round playing 
“Docry Walls,” and proceeded up Welling- 
ton Place, turning round the Linen Hal}.

As the procession passed round the plat- 
form, amidst intense enthusiasm, . 

Mr. William Johnson M. P., proceeded 
to deliver the inaugural address. He said 
—Within twelve years of a century it is, 
since Honry Cooke was born. The home 
of the Woy was in Ulster’s far North. 
blood in his veins was Puritan and Devon- 
shire—a county and a ¢reed that raised up 
many a hero. One of these went to Derry 
ata famous time. He had a little one in 
his arms, saved from {murder, in its cradle, 
at nights was under a gun, on the walls 
of Derry, when a fight was being fought 
for Truth and Liberty, and the word was 
‘* No Surrender,” (Loud cheers.) From 
that boy our boy came down ; and after- 
wards, in manhood,told the story proudly, 
asone who was not ashamed of Derry’s 
days,and the deeds of Derry’ssons (Cheers. ) 
And there were heroes other than Derry’s 
who had fought before them. Famous fights 
were fought for the faith on the hill and 
hither in Scotland, and the banner of blue 
had been bravely borne by many, as his 
mother told,in boyhood’s days, to her bright- 
eyed youngest son. But on boyhood’s 
days we may not linger; though the 
teaching in boyhood; and the training of 
the time, helped to mould young Cooke 
for manhood’s trials and triumphs. At ten 
years old, red lights of nights, from burn- 
ing houses, impressed him with their hor- 
rors ; and the cruel, crafty, creeping thing 
that murdered butdared not fight was busy 
troubling Ireland, and cursing God and 
King in impotent, audacious blasphemy. 
(Applause.) There were wrongs to be 
righted, but that was not the way to right 
them. ‘There was feebleness and folly in 
power ; but to meet it came selfishness and 
sin. The Bible of his mother was Cooke's 
Boys’ Own Book. From her and it he 
learned to know the only safeguard for the 
soul as for the State ; and the first fruits 
were gathered, and stored by, of that seed 
which was to be scattered over Ulster, and 
bring forth a hundredfold. (Cheers.) At 
fourteen young Cooke went to Glasgow 
University. He walkod sixty miles to 
Donaghadee, and walked from Portpatrick 
to Glasgow. Hore he studied clocution 
and divinity ; and at home, by vocal prac- 
tice,he prepared for those grand aud ornate 
utterances that were to rouse all People, 
from platform and pulpit, in the days that 
he must have felt were assuredly before 
him. At twenty he was ordained to 
Duneane near Randalstown. The day 
was Luther's birthday; and we may 
be sure that full of Luther's spirit was 
the young and eloquent divine, who was 
henceforth to be a champion of Truth in 
Ulster. (Applause.) He would not see 
the Church of Calvin and Knox a rebel 
He would not, God 
helping him, let her slumber and sleep, | 
but would manfully utter his voice, bat- 
tling bravely for Christ’s crown and 
covenant, And so, with carnest soul, he 
did his Master's work ; and that he might 
still better do it, went back, in Waterloo 
year, to philosophy, and other things, in 
Glasgow. Two years later, he entered 
Trinity College, Dublin, studying medi- 
cine ; and doing mission work as well. At 
ministerially passing from Donegor to 
Down, he came to Killyleagh, on tho 
Lough that winds from Strangford, dotted 
with islands, and margined by woods and 
fertile fields. But there cannot bo passed

In the west end south of Ireland 
O'Connell was hailed as conqueror, almost 
ki To gain the north he even toasted 
lorious Memory in a gl: 
water. But somehow, the 

had memories that wore redolent of other 
things than a dictatorship drawing together 
the Tiber and Tars. To win Ulster over 
was harder than hethought. It had beén 
found so by other men tlian the great 
champion of dismemberment. Henry 
Cooke was the tirst man who met the 
vaunting of this champion, and ended it as 
rapidly of David that of Goliath of Gath. 
(Oheors) The wavesof time wash out too 
many, and treacherous memory too often 
failsto keep a record wf deeds done by 
earth's noblest sons. But the men of 
Ulster have not ungrateful souls, They 
at least will not forget their he- 
roes, They will honor the names of 
men who have fought for faith, 
for freedom, for fatherland, against tyrants 
and trimmers and traitors (Cheers.) The 
record of Cooke's later years is one of cease- 
less labour, The full justice should be ren- 
dered to his memory, it would require an 
orator of the stature of himself. That it 
has fallen, to-day, to be dealt with in a 
manner so very far short. of his merits is 
deeply regretted by him who would cull if 
he could, the choicest chaplet of flowers to 
lay, in great humility, on the old man’s 
grave. (Cheers). At Hillsborough, in 
October 1867,he uttered his last Protestant 
speech. One was moved to tears ‘to 
witness fading powers, and yet, “the 
snows of eighty years’’ that covered the 
brow had not chilled the fire that burned 
within. “Feeble in yoice” he said he was 
“feeble in body, but strong in spirit, and 
strong in lis original attachment to the 
great Protestant cause,” (Cheers.) And 
so he was, till that Sabbath evening, the 
year after, when he crossed the Jordan. 
And on a famous anniversary,his body was 


laidin the tomb. He had wished this 
might be privately done : but it felt 
that all Ulster should honor th dead 


champion, and gather around their hero’s 
graye. And so the solemn files trooped on. 
To-day we break the silence with ceremon- 
ial sound. From Ulster’s hills and dales 
have come, as never, in all Ireland’s his- 
tory, came before, her leals and true, to let 
the world know how loved the name and 
dear the memory of Ulster’s peerless Pro- 
testant. The standards of our camps .are 
significant in sign. The honor paid this 
natal day, earth’s kings might often court 
in vain. It is a spontancous outburst 
of loyalty and love for a man of men, 
a chief among ten thousand. ‘The 
great divine, the orator, the champion 
isnot here, But he has left usa legacy, 
the lesson of his life.

Leaving the school at Colchester Charles 
Spee became an usher at Newmarket.

He commenc- 
ed as a tract distributor, but before long, 
young as he was, he supplemented his humble 
work by occasional appearances in the pulpit, 
He delivered his first sermon at Taversham, a

When A, and B, go to market with pre- 
cisely the same quality of produce, and A, 
gets two or three cents per pound or per 
bushelmore for his than Bry the two will 
naturally enough begin to Compare notes 
and attempt to account for the difference. 
Andj when, after ransacking severy avenue 
of speculation, they discover that said dif- 
ference is exactly proportionate to the dif- 
ferent degree of neatness and~ cleanliness 
with which their several articles were put 
up and presented for sale they will both 
have been taught a beneticial lesson ; the 
one to proceedin his work, already, begun; 
the other, to. begineand improve, A con- 
sumer’s eye is onthe high road tohis taste. 
Present to him two Samples of tho same 
butter; fo ‘one in a tiny, fresh- 


roll, ni otleas linen, the other 
carles son an indifferent 
platter, ill not only select the for- 
mer but more for it, The advantage 


of presenting an article in, good, neat, 
cleanly style upon tho Peet cannot be 
over-estimated. ‘There is, Moreover, no 
branch of husbandry in which the fact can- 
not be made practicable and available, 

Our Fruit Growers’ Association, ‘says the 
Pacific Rural Press, is aware of the fact, 
and one of its avowed objects is to place 
the fruit upon the market in wiiform and 
attractive packages, If this alone should 
be effected, the association would have oc- 
casiOnto’be satisfidd with its work, We 
notice, also, that the honey producers of 
San Diego county have formed a determina- 
tioh to place their honey upon the market 
in more attractive form. They will find 
their sale greatly increased by it. Honey 
is a luxury,and it must win consumers 
where a staple food supply would command 
them. It must please and attraot its pa- 
trons. % ” 

And the increased profit from tasteful 
presentation will be found of adyantage in 
other products as well as fruit and honey. 
Dairy produce is capable of most artistic 
‘adorninentaswellas plam sand handsome 
purity and cleanliness, and so are nearly 
all food supplies conring from, tie farm.

ducer should bear it in mind, and contrive 
ways in which he, in his special ‘line, can

Tne Curing Room. 

Asa large amount of curing-and storage 
room is required in the chéeso factory sys- 
tem, economy and fitness in stricture. of 
rooms are important. Cost of building 
materials for a given amount of room may 
be lessened by building as near ‘equal in 
length and width as practicable. A room 
40 feet square on the ground contains 1,- 
600 square feet of floor. Reduce its width 
10 feetand add the same in length, and it 
has 1,500 square feet, andso on. A room 
10 feet wide by 70 has only 700 square feet; 
butt has.the -same. outline requiring as 
much wall and enclosure’ as the square 
room, and providing less than halt the 
space. The same rule applies in fencing 
fields or other divisions of lands ; and shows 
the policy of measuring the girth of an ox 
to determine his weight, 

There are two other points favoring the 
rule, Less outer surface is exposed to ex- 
ternal influences in the wide room, and less 
filling is required in the walls of the room 
to reject heat and cold from without. In 
1844, having 100 private dairies in charge 
for shipping cheese, I found the greatest 
impediment to success in bad curing rooms, 
and from observation and experience since, 
Tam fully convinced that improper curing 
rooms are still a fruitful cause for poor 
quality and low-priced cheese, A given 
amount of constant, even heat is indispens- 
able in cheesing curd; and extreme changes 
in our climate demand sa thorough 
revolution in the structure of our curiny 
rooms, 

If the milk is delivered in perfect order 
and well manipulated and made into cheese, 
thére isno certainty about the character of 
the cheese ab three months old, unless the 
curing room is constructed to preserve a 
desired temperature. The temperature 
| should not be allowed to rise above 70° ox | 

fall below 60” during the process of choosing 
theourd.. Breaking down of thecurd into 
Tharketable cheese is affected by Yonnet and 
heat in combined action. Too much heat 
makes the rennet too active, the cheese | 
porous, and, if carried too far, separates the 
oil and caseine ; if too cold, the curd sours, 
and the water dries or leaky out before the | 
curd breaks down into cheese, It is, there- 
foro, essential to keop a constant, even | 
| heat, which cannot be done withont ex- 
cluding outside influonces at pleasure. | 

Fow factorios are so arranged, but all 
may be before the milk season opens. Cur- 
ing rooms already built may be improved 
by setting 1} inch plank, 8 or 10 inches 
| wida, like studs against the ceiling, and | 
| nailing them against the ceiling. The | 

spacos should be sented or lathed, and | 
| plastered on the inside. ‘Take out all the 
windows not wanted for light ; widen 
the frames of those femaining to the

At this rate of 
production for an entire sere, allowing to 
each grain, four squire feet of aoil would 
give 204 bushels of sholled corn, In another 
experiment, the yield froma single grain 
was 314 ounces, which’ would give a bushel 
from 20 grains or 398 bushels per acre. In 
another, the yield was 374 ounces, or a 
bushel from 24 grains, or 453 bushels por 
acre, 
The most saccessful experiment of the 
seriew was the yield of 43) ounces, which is 
at the rate of a bushel from twenty grains 
or 5600 bushels per acre.

What one grain 
of corn has been made to produce, every 
grain of 10,000 like it, allowing a reason- 
able margin for accidents, may be made to 
produce.

Trish Packet. 


The coritroversy on the Sunday closing of 
public houses is waxing very bittér in Dubli : 

Mr. Henry O'Toole (father of the Very 
Rey. Canon O'Toole, P. P., Tandragee), died 
at his residence, Ballymacnabb, Armagh, on 
Saturday last, having attained the advanced 
age of 102 years. 

According to the quarterly return of births, 
marriages and deaths in Ireland, just issued, 
there were 37,732 births and 28,200 deaths 
registered in the three months ended 31st 
March last. 

The ter part of the Kilkeel and Anna- 
long fishermen have returned to their homes, 
‘The season, since the second week in March, 
has been remunerative. Nearly £4,000 have 
been brought home by the fishermen — the

The Lord Lieutenat was in Belfast on Tues- 
day; when His Grace formally opened the In- 
dustrial Exhibition in connection with the 
Working Men’s Institute.

At a meeting of the Royal Irish Academy, 
held on Monday, the Rey.

Canadian Salmon. 

A great improvement has boon made in 
the Canadian fisheries during the last ten 
years, Bya better system of inspection 
the trout streams have been kept free from 
impurities, and unlawful fishing has: dim- 
inished ; whilst by the more extensive 
propagation of salmon, prineipally through 
the enterprise of Mr. $8. Wilmot, of Now- 
castle, Ont., the lakes and streams are 
becoming more plentifully supplied with 
fish. Asa pleasing result of this, fish is 
no longer an expensive luxury in the mar- 
ket for the gratifidation of the wealthy, but 
is now sold at moderate prices, and within 
the reach of all; and by reason of more 
extensive sales there is an increased reven- 
ue to the country. 

In some respects, however, other im- 
provements are needed,and to one of those 
special attention is now being devoted. It 
is suggested by the Commissioncrs of 
Fisheries that the salmon stands in differ- 
ent rivers are too numerous,and that these 
shovld be reduced either by lessening the 
number of licenses or by associating to- 
gether the owners of different stands, and 
granting joint licenses for a reduced num- 
ber of places. This would be a saving of 
expenses to the fishermen, and would re- 
sult in an increase of fish in the rivers. 

In the Province of Quebec the plan has 
been tried on a limited scale, and with 
marked results. Since 1868 the salmon 
fishery there has yielded an increase of 
nearly three hundred per cent. As an 
illustration, it is said that in the river 
Moisie there were in 1859 not less than 
15,000 fathoms of nets,which secured only 
75,000 lbs. of fish ; whereas, in 1875 there 
were only 2,600 fathoms of nets, and yet 
the yield was 204,000 Ibs. of fish. This 
astounding increase was due entirely to 
better inspection and more discriminate 
fishing. In Ontario similar facts may be 
quoted ; and in many places where, a few 
years since, fish were hardly to be caught 
they are now s0 plentiful as to be almost 
thrown away. 

The inference is that it pays to take care 
of fisheries. In reality Canada possesses 
a great source of wealth in riversand lakes. 
Every year their value is increasing ; and 
the more prudently they are guarded the 
more they will yield to the substance of 
the people and to the revenue of the 
Government.—New York paper,

The Mediterranean Fleet. 


The Standard of the 29th ult. describes 
as follows the British fleet ordered to 
assemble in the Mediterranean in view of 
impending trouble : —“‘ Ina few days the 
finest fleet of ironclads that ever assembled 
under one command will be found in the 
Mediterranean, under the orders of Vice- 
Admiral Sir James Drummond. Already 
that fleet which consisted of six ironclads, 
as many sloops, and ‘three gunboats, has 
been augmented bythe Triumph and the 
Monarch, from the Channel Squadron, the 
former touching at* Malta to take on board, 
Admiral Rice, who proceeds to Turkish 
waters as secondin command. Now four 
other armored broadside ships are order- 
ed to Gibraltar with all despatch—the Sul- 
tan, commanded by His Royal Highness 
the Duke of Edinburgh ; the Rupert, from 
Chatham ; the Raleigh, and the Monarch. 
To make goed’ the vacancies thus caused 
in the Channel Squadron, several of the 
coastguard ironclads haye been ordered to 
join the flag of Admiral Beauchamp Sey- 
mour, who is just now off the Spanish coast 
with the Minotaur, the Black’ Prince, the 
Resistance, the Hector, and the Iron 
Duke, If these vessels, together with the 
Achilles, and two or three other of the 
coastguard ironclads, are ordered to Gib- 
raltar also, a8 seems to be the intention of 
the Admiralty at present, Great Britain 
will be represented in the Mediterranvan 
by no fewer than twenty formidable iren- 
clads, with probably ten thousand seamen 
and marines on board. As itis Sir James 
Drummond will be in command, within 
the next fortnight, of a dozen of the most 
powerful ships afloat, together with nine 
minor vessels, as large a fleet possibly as 
that of all the other foreign nations com- 
bined. One of our vessels on the station, 
the Devastation, which carries four of those 
heavy cannon that have been nicknamed 
‘Woolwich Infants,’ is by far the most 
powerfully armed, and most stoutly do- 
fended with armour, of any ship, native or 
foreign, in, those ‘waters. Adtogether, 
therefore, we may consider ourselves very 
adequately represented just now in the 
Levant.”

that the Board should allow them to teach, 
while others who came upaud wrote three 
days only got a certificate for one year. The 
Board wisely refused to do this, but the truth 
is not always told in euch cases. When it 
was thought advisable to grant special certifi 
cates, it was done with caution and only for 
special schools, and they are never given un- 
legs on the written request of the Trustees, as 
the Board with myself will do everything for 
the best interest of the schools, and not for 
the sake of pleasing any particular person, 
When scholars from the public schools can 

et good third class certificates and stand at 
fic fread of the list, ibonght to be a shame 
for a teacher haying taught some years to ask 
for a permit. 

Trregular attendance is a great drawback to 
schools, but trustees are generally doing all 
they can to induce scholars to come regularly, 
by taking a correct census at the end of the 
year, aah notifying those whiose children do 
not attend regularly tlie four months at least. 
‘Teachers have done much to secure more reg- 
ular attendance by teaching well and thor- 
oughly; and Uy rs the school a pleasant 
place, and by. haying atleast three (3) public 
examinations during the year, for when people 
attend these honest examinations and see that 
their children have been well taught and k now 
what they have gone over, they take a great 
interest in the school, and induce others to 
send, and visit it, Teachers have been advised 
in all cases to visit parents and ask their sup- 
port, and where this has been done by earnest 
teachers, it has done much good. 

If the following regulation was rigidly en- 
forced .by trustees aud teachers; it would do 
much for the improvement of the Schools, 
Phe regulation is this :—‘' Every pupil once 
admitted to school and duly registered shall 
aatteml at the commence ment of cach term, ant

Phere are some schools not doing as well 
as L would wish, ns it has, boon impossible to 
get good teachers in them for the trusteca 
Sic not give sufficient salary. Some of 
these schools are in the eastern parts of Hun- 
verford and Tyendinaga. It has beer even 
difficult to get such teachers to attend an In- 
stitute when it is held intho middle of their 
township, but with these few exceptions, the

Admitting that the climate in this lati- 
tudo is nots0 favorable for the production 
| of mangle wurzels, sugar beots,carrots,ect., 
| no one would pretend to say that fhircrops 
cannot be grown, especially if the ground 
ho properly titted and. finely onough.pulver- 
ited to7give the young plant a good~ start 
Noither will any one pretend to argue that 
there is not just asinuch need of these roots 
for the proper feeding of cattle, hogs, and 
sheep, as thore is in the climate of the 
Eastern or moro Northern states. As a 
writer has well said 

“This everlasting corn dict will ruin any 
animal, It.is contrary to nature's law that 


food is grass, should, when winter comes 
on, and this fresh, succulent horbage is 
gone, be takenup and fed exclusively, as 
many animals are (always tevepting the dry 
feathery corn blades of hay), on the dryest 
and hardest grain known to this conti- 
nent.” 

If any farmer will.try the experiment of 
foeding a fow roots daily to his cattle, in 
addition to their regular feed of corn and 
hay, he will find that hts cattle will fatten 
one-third faster Mua bhey othorwise would. 
But few crops yielda larger amount of 
food to the acre than a crop of rutabagas. 


These may be sown any time from 
the middle of May to the middle of 
Jund, 


In putting out root crops, it should not 

be fotyotten that they have their successive 
periods ripening, the same as fruits. “Tur-) 
nips ripen early in the season, and should 
be fed to stock previous to mid-winter. 
Follfving the variety usually sown, comes 
the Swede turnip or rntabaga ; then the 
most profitable of all, the mangel wurzel 
(Bela oulgaris), These aro all broad-leayed 
plants, and dorive over ninety per cent. of 
their substance from the atmosphere. 
When once well established, they will with- | 
stand drought remarkably well, and are 
less subject to the attacks of Misects than 
almost any other crop. 
After fitting the land lay it out in a suc- 
cession of low ridges, which are thirty inches 
apart, It may be well previous to sowing 
the seed, to turn the harrow over and drive 
once over the low ridges lengthwise of them. 
Sow the seed either by hand or drill, If 
by hand, a light drill can be opened with 
corner of the hoe. Drills which drop and 
cover the seed are better. _Comstock’'s seed 
drill is one.of the best. Four pounds of 
mangle seed, or two of rutabaga are suftici- 
ent for an acre, As the seed is enveloped 
in a very hard case, germination’should be 
hastened by steeping the seed:in’ tepid 
water for twenty-four to thirty hours before 
sowing. We have experimented with the 
seed sown dry and sown steeped and in all 
eases we have found the steeped seeds to 
take the lead and keep it, Roll the land 
as soon as the seeds are planted. We shall 
have more to say hereafter concerning the 
cultivation and winter storage of this im- 
portant crop, whith is now too tihiversally 
néglected by western farmers.

Dr. Talmage on Several Varieties 
| of Undesirable Ministers. 


» AG the cloding exercises of the Brookland 
“Tabernacle Lay College, Schermerhorn-strect, 
there were above 200 present. Rev. Dr. 
Talmage addressed the gradpating class. The 
Doctor wasin one of hig funniest veins, and, 
as a consequence, ho kept the-audience in a 
continuous state of merriment. His remarks 
were chiefly directed to such of the students 
as intended to devote themselves to the 
work of the ministry, He said ;—‘‘We have 
sent from this institution over 1,000 persons 
to different fields of Christian usefulness, and 
have now under tuition 75 persons.

The self-conaciousness of vanity is one 
thing, the self-consciousness of shyness an. 
other, It is all very woll for metaphysicians

“Why” said the fellow, ‘‘we always do; for 
if we didn’t we could’t sell any goods’ ‘‘Now 
mind what I say,” I said to my salesman. ‘If 
you ever again make a misrepresentation to a 
Cone will discharge you immediately. 
If I cannot do business honestly, I will give 
up and do something else,” 

This was the’ beginning of Mr, Stewart's 
success, It was the foundation of his fortune 
tho key-note of his career as a merchant ; and 
it was introducing into the business, where 
he was an acolyte, a principle which no one 
had invented, or at least, appliod to 
dealings over the counter, The young Irish 
adventurer then taught the commercial commu- 
nity of New York the profitableness of perfect 
integrity in trade, He adopted the ricé 
system, which has now become general ; and 
his store soon became a famous resort, because 
customers knew they could depend upon the 
representations made to them and that they 
nood waste no time in the attempt to beat 
down prices.

RUSSIAN FURS, 


Tn a former letter a comparison of the 
Swedish and Canadian fur exhibits appeared. 
Russian furs must now be considered, since 
the Old Bear makes by far tho largest, and

From 
early in the afternoon until daylight next 
morning, processions of the great clumsy 
Jorsey market wagons, heavily laden, slow- 
ly coursed along the turnpike. At the pro- 
sent time t Ridge contributes but little 
to the New York market, the early South- 
orn fruit trade hay damaged the Jersey 
traflic in this district, and now it is only af- 
ter harvest that the old wagons are trundled 
out to.be loaded with sass for New York's 
chief market. Sea Neck Ridge is in a rare 
state of cultivation, however. As the orig- 
inal Dutch settlers, with their stiff-backed 
notions, have passed away, their descend- 
ants have ornamented the beautifully situ- 
ated acres with © pens, flower gardens, 
rosaries, and graperies, artificial lal and 
e bridges, until parks and farming coun- 
y are here combined. New Yorkers havo 
raised fine Gothic villas on the sites where 
peaked-roofed revolutionary rolics stood ; 
the old settlers remaining, stretching as 
thoy do their broad atone wings regardless 
of the space occupied, are looked upon with 
reverential curiosity, being esteemed not 
alone because they housed the staunch pat- 
riots who fought for their country’s freedom, 
but for the solid comfort enjoyed therein. 
Dutch farm houses in New Jersey have been 
remodeled until they possess the luxuries 
of British manors, where English hearts and 
English hands deal out hospitality with roy- 
al measure.

A Contribution to the History of 
| the Reformation. 


Lord Acton, reviewing in the Academy 
| Dr, Dollinger’s now work ‘ Unpublished 
Reports and Journals relating to tho His- 
tory of the Council of Trent,” says : [thas 
boon often supposed that the breach open- 
ed in 1517 might have been hoaled until 
it was made irreparable at nt ; and 
that a party of reforming prelates would 
hayo disarmed and reconciled the Protes- 
tants but for the gnilo of those who wield- 
ed the majority. Dr. Dollingor'’s volume 
will go far.to dispel tho illusion. A door 
had been loft partially open to the disciples 
of Luther during © quarter of a century, 
but it was finally closed three y before 
the Council met. There had been a strong 
d at Rome to take advantage of the 
confession of Augsburg to obtain the basis 
of an understanding ; and conciliation was 
seriously attempted ten years later at Rat- 
isbon: Moderate men there contrived 
terms of agreoment on the main points of 
the original dispute ; and Cardinal Con- 
tarini amazed Calvin by his anxiety to do 
justice to the other side. Ho composed a 
paper on Justification, in which he said 

** Ex operibus qui dicunt nos justi 
yorum dicunt ; ot qui dicunt nos justificari 
non ex operibus, sed per fidum, yerum 
etiam dicunt.” Pole congratulated him 
on having made manifest a half-hidden 
truth, on having been the instrument 
of a new peralations Tt’ was after- 
wards said that the strange doctrine had 
spread so far that the Catholic faith was ox- 
tinct in a considerable part of Italy. There 
was a sudden alarm followed by swift reac- 
tion. It was resolved that the Protestants 
should be overcome by force, as there was 
danger now by attempting to win them by 
concessioris, In 1542 tho Inquisition was 
revived and armed with increased powers. 
Thenceforward the policy pursued towards 
the Lutherans and Hugenots was consist- 
ent, and allowed no hope of conciliation. 
The breach was complete without the inter- 
yention of the Council, and, apart from 
this, no concessions it could make would 
have availed with Luther, who repudiated 
the agreement accepted by Melancthon, or 
with Calvin, who would not hear of mak- 
ing terms with Rome. The belief that 
‘Trent was thronged with followers of Gerson 
and of Erasmus, earnest to obviate a refor- 
mation like that of Wittenberg by refoyma- 
tion like those of Constance,is wholly ima- 
ginary. The most serious symptomof such a 
spiritis the scheme which the Emperor Fer- 
dinand submitted to the Council. The 
Emperor's advisers willingly took the 
money of Cardinal Morone, and there the 
scheme was allowed todrop. The attitude 
of France was more energetic. Three am- 
bassadors disturbed the Council by their 
unflinching Gallicianism, But their zoal 
for religion was so poor in quality that 
one of them, Du Ferries, was silenced by 
an offer of gold ; another, Birago, became 
the chief agent in the massacre of Paris, of 
which the third, Fibrac, was the most elo- 
quent apologist. And the Cardinal of Lor- 
raino, who was the leader of this party, 
had just prepared to exterminate heresy by 
a method more sure and unrelenting than 
that which was afterwards executed by 
feeble hands. The French Government 
having put in its demands, lost all interest 
in the proceedings, and contented itself 
with obtaining subsidies from the. Pope. 
The Spanish prelates and divines were in- 
dividually superior to the French. Al- 
though they were suspicious of the conces- 
sions by which CathOlicism sought to main- 
tain itself in France and Germany, they 
were stern believers in the rights and duties 
of the episcopate. But they were men who 
had been chosen and sent by a prince whose 
motives were never really religious, 
and they were bound to do his will. 
When their advocacy of the preroga- 
tives of their order became trouble- 
some, the Pope invoked the authority 
of Philip. At aword from the ambassador 
the Spaniards gave way, and wished to 
apologize ; and Mendoza, the Bishop of 
Salamanca, who had been separated fee 
his countrymen by the simplest of arts, 
sneered at their alacrity in obeying man 
rather than God. If there had been a 
genuine survival of the spirit which pre- 
vailed at Constance, the organization for 
the control of the Council could not have 
borne the strain. The Legates were much 
divided ‘among themselves, and sometimes 
agreed in contending against the Pope's 
commands. Gonzaga fell into disgrace,and 
asked permission to retire. Simonetta de- 
nounced his colleagues. Serepanda enter- 
ed a solomn deciaration against the acts of 
Simonette. Hosius was hopelessly inac- 
tive. Attempts were notoriously ineflicient. 
There was so little reality or substance in 
the opposition these legates encountered 
that, although they reported that the 
Council was all but unanimous in demand- 
ing to be described as representing the 
whole Chnrch, they dismissed tho claim 
without resistance. Their chief complaint, 
indeed, is not of their opponents, but of 
the anxiety caused by the intemperate zeal, 
the obstinacy and incapacity, of their con- 
stant supporters, It was the conscious 
want of power in those who presided,'ra- 
ther than the unruly vigor of party fedling, 
that hampered the Council, and brought it 
to an abrupt termination.

Our inatinct loads us to delight in flowers. 
Thor beauty and perfume have irronistible 
| attraction for us. We havo little dreamt that 
We Wers thus led to surround ourselves with 
objects which most powerfully conduce to 
health. No doubt there aro certain members 
of the yogotablo kingdom which are exceed. 
Jingly de ; for, not to spoak of tho 

much-dreaded upas, the West Indian mach- 
| ine ea of tho American rhus, 

common sweet ont 
ereon, Which have 
Yory injurious properties. But recont inves- 
tigation has proved that those adornments of 
our gardens, for the presenco of which we so 
crave, aro, as a rule, on l with health- 
preacrving qualities. Oxygon, whon highly 
electrified and so rendered espevially yitaliz 
ing, has in recont timos boon distinguished 
by the name of ozone. This is one of the 
chiof elements of a healthy atmnosphore. Now 
centuries ago it was known that certain plants 
acted as disinfectants. Thus Horodias tolls 
na that when in the second century the plag 
odin Italy, the physicians recomm 
those who crowded into Rome to go to Taur- 
entnm, because there the bay-troo 
(Lauria nobilis) geew in gre: dance, and 
the inhalation of air imp: L with its 
odors wasa strong pr ainst in- 
fection. And the disciple: locles were 
wont to grow aromatic and balsamic herbs 
around their dwellings, from the beliof that 
they wore thus guarding thomselves against 
aguas, and such like, Has not, too, 
tradition of its fever-dispelling 
the name of feverfew to one of 
the strong od of the compositw % Reco: 
investigatic ally those of Pr 
Montegazza, of Padua, and Dr,Cornelius F 
have shown that these old ideas were based 
ou scientific truth, It is now a 
that the quantity of ozone is matoriall; 
creasol by the exposure to the rays of the 
sun of various plants, among which the moat 
common are the lavender,musk, cherry,laurel, 
clove, fennol, narcissus, heliotrope, hyacinth, 
and mignonette. It is interesting to know 
that the suntlower, which will grow almost 
anywhere, and could be turned to various use- 
ful purposes, is one of the most valuablo of 
sanitary agents, since not only it is ozec 
parous, but also destroys deleterious mi 
mata. It should be noted,as a further proof of 
the good influence of plant-culture on health, 
that, while the manufacture of ozone is au in- 
dependent work carried on by the flowers 
alone, the green leaves are performing their 
sanitary function by extracting carbonic acid 
gas from theatmosphero,andhelping to presery 
that proportion in its clemonts which makes 
it healthful. More remarkablo perhaps, than 
all, is the eucalyptus, of which wo have re- 
cently heard #0 much, and of which we shall 
soon know more. Thus the cultivation of 
flowers is a work not merely delightful ond 
hamanizing in itself, but one which, ina way 
most beautiful and picturesque,confere a posi- 
tive benefit on socicty, so great that it can 
hardly beover-ratod, especially in large towns, 
where there must necessarily be 80 much to 
poison and deteriorate the air we breathe. It 
may bo added that the suntlower thrives even 
in the heart of London, and that it is readily 
propagated from seeds sown in March or 
April. It is nearly allied to the common Jer- 
usalem artichoke, which also grows in the 
smokiest of districts. —Gurdencr’s Magazine

Daily Autelligencer, 
EDUCATION IN HASTINGS. 


The following isthe Report of Mr. Wm, 
Melntesh, Inspector of Public Schools for 
North Hastings, ay ptesented to the County 
Council at its last session t 


To the Warden and Members of the Munici- 
pal Council of the County of Hastings, 

GENTLYMER) In submitting to your con- 
sideration my report for 1875 on the Public 
Schools of North Hastings, I owe it to my- 
self to.say that, had it not been for circum- 
stance’ Over which I had no control, it would 
“have béen prepared and presented to you at 
an earlior, and, for an Inspector, mach more 
convenient period. The incomplete and in- 
accurate state in which a number of Trustees, 
aunual reports were prepared and the tardi- 
ness displayed in despatching them, occas- 
ioned me so much delay in the comple 


tion of my annual statistical report to the 
Education Office, that I was compelled, im- 
mediately on its completion, to commence 
my tour among the remote schools of the Rid- 
ing. 

At the close,of the year 1875 the organized 
portion of North Hastings contained 74 rural 
school Sections, and one incorporated village, 
In the unorganized.township of Jones there 
was one section, In all there were 76 sections, 
an increase of one, 

Du *ebruary of the current year, at the 
urgent request of some settlers with whom I 
chanced to meet at Jones, I visited the Hen- 
derson, or Copp settlement, It is situated 
between the Opeongo and Hastings roads,and 
lies partly in the unorganized Township of 
Lyell, and partly in the unsurveyed Township 
of Murchison. ‘The nearest settlement to it 
is Jones, from which it is distant 18 miles. 


In consequence of my visit a School section 
has been formed, anda school house almost 
completed, 

SCTIOOL FINANCES, 

During the yearthe total amount of receipts 
for School purposes was $27,225,52,—an in- 
crease of $1,695.02 over 1874.

For the assistance and en- 
couragement of poor sections the Department 
of Education, on my recommendation, granted 
from the Poor School Fund the sum of $570. 
To supplement this, the Municipal Council of 
Elzeyir granted $40 to cach of two Sections. 
The Council of Madoc granted $20 to one sec- 
tion, and the Council of Huntingdon gave $10 
to cach of two sections. 

DISBURSEMENTS. 
In payment of Teachers’ salaries $16,629.70 
ishursed, an increase of $2,245.28 over 

the amount expended for the same purpose 
in 1874. 
For repairs of school houses, fences, or 

rounds, the total expenditure was $1,840.40. 
for the purchase of sites and the erection of 
school houses, $3,861.43 was spent. ‘The total 
amount of disbursements was $24,941.28, an 
increase of $2,677 76 over 1874. 
The amount expended for each pupil whose 
name was enrolled on a School register during 
the year was $5.28, 

VALUE OF SCHOOL PROPERTY. 

The following tabulated statement will ex- 
hibit the astonishing increase in the value of 
school property since 1872—an increase which 
is due to the erection of school houses, the 
purchase of sites, maps and apparatus, and the 
enclosure of school premises.

School ground and outhouses. Nine school 
premisea were enclosed during the year, as 
required by law. Since my appointment 
nineteen have been enclosed. “In eight sec- 
tions suitable outhouses were constructed in 
1875. 

School population and attendance. The 
total number of children between the ages of 
5 and 16 resident in the Riding was, in Do- 
comber, 4,891, Of these 441 Kia not attend 
school at all, a decrease of 222 for the year. 
The number of pupils of all ages who attend- 
ed wchool was 4,717, an increase of 22% 

The attendance of these is repre:

About 15 per cent. gave the almost useless 
attendance of less than 20 days. ‘ 

About 23 per cent. attended between 20

In 1872 
the percentage was 35, The improvement is 
gratifying and cheering, but with so great an 
amount of irregular attendance and absentec- 
ism as still obtain, the cducational progress 
and the country will be much obstructed. 
The evil exists in every part of the Province. 
It will always be found, to some extent, so 
long as the labor of the pupil is valuable at 
home. Distance from die school, want of 
means to provide children with proper cloth- 
ing in the winter season, and the inability of 
a few sections to keep their schools in opera- 
tion during the entire year, are also import- 
ant causes. Butaconsiderable amount of the 
evil is due to the inexperience of many teach- 
ers, to the unintelligent, uninspiring and per- 
functory manner in which their duties are 
performed, and to the amazing indifference of 
a large number ofparents. Irregular attend- 
ance entails a loss of School Grants, a waste 
of the time and energies of teachers and pu- 
Riles aud a consequent waste of moncy. 
[eachers are not paid to instruct 38 per cent, 
of the pupils of the section, but all. Where 
this is not done resources are thrown away. 


The average time for which the schools 
were kept open during 1875, (including holi- 
days and vacations), and the improvement in

So marked an improvement was not brought 
about without much attention and effort on 
the part of the ‘Trustees and others concern: 
ed. 

Inall my endeavors to offect a change I 
have been seconded in an earnest manner by 
the local school authorities, with one or two 
exceptions. ‘The prevailing dull times and 
the great scarsity of teachers led some to an- 
ticipate an exhibit of an opposite charactor, 
The result is extremely cheering. 

Ina number of localities much valuable 
time is lost by the tardiness with which Trus- 
tees commence the work of looking for a 
teacher, In my last report I remarked upon 
the evil consequences arising from the habit 
then so common among Trustees of postponing 
the engagoment of a teacher until after the 
annual School meoting of the ratepayers, This 
foolish and injurious custom has since that 
time been abandoned in some sections, byt 
still obtains in many. ‘Teachers should be 
sought for at loast ai: weeks or too months be- 
The retiring Tras 
tec is poascased of all his powers until his auc 
ceasor ix elected, and cannot got rid of his re- 
sponsibility until that time, Asa number of 
teachors will, I fear, chau their situations 
at the commencement of the next vacation, I 
earnestly hope that school authorities will, 
without delay, sot about the work of securing 
qualified teachers so that all the schools may 
be re-opened on the 16th of August.

THES LICENSE LAW. 


1t appears that the Licensed Victuallers’ 
Association of Toronto intend testing the 
legality of the New License Law, passed 
by the Legislative Assembly of Ontario. 
At their request the Hon, John Hillyard 
Cameron lias givenhis opinion as to the Con- 
stitutionality of theLaw, whichis as follows. 
Upon thestrength of that opinion the Associ- 
ationhave made arrangements tocarrya test 
case into the Courts atonce. It is an im- 
portant question and the result will be 
watched with interest. 

The Legislature’of Ontyrio passed an Act 
39 Vic., chap. 26, entitled ‘An Act, to 
amend the law respecting the sale of fer- 
mented or spirituous liquors.’ The follow- 
ing questions have arisen therefrom:—

A MAGNIFICENT HIGHWAY. 


Ina very short time, says the Globe, the | 
Intercolonial’ Railway will be opened for | 
traffic, and direct overland communication 
will thus be established between the whole 
of the Provinces originally constituting the 
Dominion of Canada. Whatever ¢ 
judgment may have been committed inthe 
original location of the line—it is satisfac- 
tory to know that the tirst great work under- 
taken by the Confederated Provinces is 
virtually completed. 

The mileage of the whole of the Inter- 
colonial system, including lines constructed | 
by the Local Goverhments and assimied by | 
the Dominion, as Well as branches, is 704 
miles, From Riviere du Loup to Moncton 
the distance is 875 miles, from Moncton to 
St. John, 89 miles, and from Moncton to 
Halifax, 187 miles. The total distance, 
therefore, from Riviere du Loup to Hali- 
fax, the port in most direct communication 
with Europe,is 562 miles. The branch lines 
are from Truro to Pictou, in Nova Scotia, 
and from Painsec to Shediac, in New Brans- 
wick.

In considering this question it 
will be well to look at the expenditure on 
the force for say a period ®ffive years, the 
total expenditure for the time being as 
follows ;— :

Tho years 1872-3, and 1873-4, aro those 
for which Sir John A. Macdonald’s*admin- 
istration were responsible, the remaining 
three being under the control of Mr. Mac- 
kenzie and his colleagues. Tho figures 
given for 1875-6, and 1876 7 are from the 
estimates, in the absence of the public ac- 
counts. The expenditure for drill pay

The number of men trained in camp 
during the past three years was as follows:

‘This year it is proposed to train 23,000, 
but as the actual number trained has in 
almost all cases been considerably less than 
the number estimated, it will probably fall 
far short of thatnumber this year. The

When the estimates were brought down 
.to the House of Commons, with the small 
appropriation of $125,000 for drill pay it 
was evident that this would notenable the 
whole force to be drilled. The regulations 
since gazetted limit the total number, in- 
cluding all arms of the service, to be drilled, 
at, 23,000, , officers, non-commissioned of- 
ficers and men and 1,420 horses for a period 
of not less than 6 days., The companies to 
drill are to be selected by lot and te drill at 
their own headquarters on different days,-| 
officers being paid $1 and men 50 cents per 
day, out of which they are to provide their 
own rations. Corps not selected tor drill are 
relieved from its performance during 1876, 

In 1875, 3,690 were drilled in this mili- 
tary district, but this year the total num- 

ber for the district hasbeen reduced to 

2700. all told. The result of these ex- 
traordinary and unprecedented regulations 
cannot be other than most disastrous to 
the force, a large portion of which will not 
be drilledatall,and as anaturalconsequence 
will become throughly disorganized, and 
robably disbanded. In factit would be 
‘ar better. to relieve them altogether of 


that dna year's time scarcely one of, the 
undrilled corps wil bein existence, The 
arms and clothing which are unused will 
naturally deteriorate to a considerable ex- 
tent by not being taken ont, cleaned and 
aired, and in fact chaos will reign supreme 
in every portion of the infantry service.

the volunteer army in its entiroty,not mere- 


take active service whenever required. 
The volunteers aro to be highly commended 
for the self-denial they have already: exer- 
cised by a large ‘sacrifice of time.for a.vei 
paltry remuneration, and it is,thereforg all 
the more to be regretted that they should 
now be so parsimoniously treated instead of 
their services being recognized in a sdme- 
What’ adequate’ mariner. The present vote 
of $125,000 for drill pay is totally inade- 
quate) a fact which even that’ thick»and 
thin supporter of the Goyernment, Lieut,- 
Col. agnbotham, was compelled to 
acknowledge in the House of Commons on 
April 6th, when, as reported in the Han-~ 
sard, he said — " 

“The small amount placed in the estimates he 
considered insufficient to provide for the expénd- 
iture attending.the annual drills” 

"Not only is the sum provided insufficient 
but its expenditure under. the circum- 
stances is a sheer waste, as it cannot main- 
tain any portion of the force in.an efficient 
state, ‘ 

Mr. Mackenzie and his colleagues will un- 
doubtedly defend the reduction in the vote 
for drill pay on the ground of economy) a 
defonee which were itavvalid one we would 
readily admit, although under almost any 
circumstances a reduction in the expendi- 
ture under the heads of either public works 
or militia is exceedingly questionable policy, 
The fact'is that’ the extravagatice in’ other 
departments of tlie public service ‘has been 
80 great, thit the Government is compelled 
to retrench somewhere, which is done by 
stopping the majority of epublis works in 
the country, and cutting down the indem- 
nity of the yolunteer force, while on the 
other hand the public accounts show that 
during the three years Mr. Mackenzie has 
been in power at Ottawa thé salaries of the 
officialsin the government departments havo 
been increased by the “eiorifious sum of 
$90,000 per yeat, in order to reward party 
hacks who have assisted in “ elevating the 
“standard of public morality,” . In,this, as 
in other acts, the Government has proved 
itself to be devoid of statenianship, and 
Mr. Mackenzie stands convicted of his stal 
glaring inconsistency, having himself ack- 
nowledged,in the words qaoted at the head 
of this article,that when in eppositinn he 
urged that the volunteers shoyld be paid 
better, and is now foremost in the work 
of decreasing their pay.

Gas able ae on tho subject of the 
treatment of the Canadian Militia by the 
presont Government, which is extractod 
from tho Guolph Herald, and which wo 
commend to tho careful perusal of our 
readers. ‘The ground isso fully covered by 

- the article in question, and the cognate 
subject of the changes [in tho staff has 
boon so frequently treated of in these col- 
umns, that our present purpose is to add 
Dut little to what has been so woll said 
by the journal from which we quote, i 
‘As is well known, the late Government 
allowed so many rounds of ammunition for 
each man yearly, the consequence of which 
was that the men practisod target shooting, 
and Canada now boasts of marksmen who 
can contend with credit for supremacy with 
tho foremost riflemen in the world. 
this means, also, the efficiency of the force 
was maintained to a considerablo extent, 
numbers of men who would otherwise 
never haye joined, or else have retired 
early from the service, having been induc- 
ed to join or to remain and to cause other 
men tojoin. Again, it is of the utmost 
importance that our militiamen should be 
expert in the use of the weapon which they 
are to rely upon chiefly as their means of 
offence or defence. Contrast the’ effect of 
a yolley at any given distance from a body 
of men accustomed to the use of the rifle 
and one from those not habituated to rifle 
shooting, and the difference would be as- 
tonishing, The men who had been engag- 
ed frequently in target practice would 
judge distances accurately ; they would 
be cool and aim steadily, with the result of 
causing great carnage in the ranks of their 
enemies, whilst those who had rifles in 
their hands to make use of, for perhaps the 
first tine, would have no confidence ‘in 
themselves or their woapons ; they: would 


judgment of distance, and the result would 
vbe that their. bullets would either sing 
through the air, far above tho heads of 
their enemies, or plough the ground much 
short of the mark. To send such troops 
into the field would be a dangerous experi- 
ment—dangerous even in Canada, where 
our militia have always fought gallantly, in 
past times, and no doubt would do so again 
to-morrow if required.

A fino’instance of tho» spirit shown -re~ 
spectively by the Canadian Government 
and that of the State of Now York was 
given in the shooting of the internatiénal 
match between teams representing the 48th 
| Rogiment of Oswego,National Guard,State 
of New York; and the 49th Hastings Rifles 
here on the 24th of May. The State of 
Now York troops came here armed with 
their Remington rifles, the State supplied 
ammunition, but Mr, Remington, manu- 
facturer of their guns,furnished a specially 
made class of cartridges for them to shoot 
with,the State and the individual thus vie- 
ing with each other to conduce to the suc- 
cess of their representatives in an inapor- 
tant contest, the result of which would be 
known the day after its occurronce over the 
whole continent. This was creditable to 
their countrymen and inspiring to the men 
whoshot the match. Precisely a contrary 
spirit animated our true Reform Canadian 
Government, The men of the 49th, assisted 
by « grant from the Town Council, and by- 
small subscription from the people of the 
town, supplerhented by a subscription rais- 
edamongstthemselves,sent to the keeper of 
the military stores at Kingston to buy am- 
munition for the match. They. modestly 
asked for cartridges of the latest issue, but 
the sale even “of these was refused, the 
storo-keeper replying that there was a large 
quantity of ammunition nine years old on 
hand, which he had been ordered to dis- 
pose of before any of the newer issue would 
be allowed to go out of store. Nothing, 
therefore, could be done but to take what 
was offered, and it arrived in due course, 
It was found to have been badly kept ; the 
iron ends of the cartridges were badly rust- 
ed, the bullets were covered with blue 
mould, and worse than all, the powder was 
caked together into a hard mass, showing 
that the cartridges had been kept in adamp 
place. This was the kind of stuff with 
which the Conadian Volunteers were served 
out to shoot a match in which the honor of 
their country was involved toa consider- 
able extent ; this the kind of encourage- 
ment which they met with from our truly 
patriotic and economical Government. The 
contrast between the conduct of the Goy- 
ernment of the State of New York and 
that of our own country istoo marked to 
need comment ; it speaks too eloquently 
on its own behalf to require any enforce- 
ment on public attention. 


By such indifference on the part of the 
Government to the efficiency of the force 
as is shown above and in the article from 
our Guelph contemporary, it is, evident 
that the Canadian army will soon be a 
thing of the past, unless wiser counsels 
prevail. ~ Officers and men haye been 
patient and long-suffering ; they have, with 
true British fortitude, borne a great deal ; 
but patience has ceased to bea virtue in 
many ‘cases, and already we have been 
called upon to chronicle the resignation of 
some of the oldest and ablest officers of the 
force. The process of disintegration has 


“nider the effectiveness of the Canadian mi- 


ive farce, and the sooner it is brought to 
an end the better. 

We think it must be couceded that this 
isthe true position of the question. This 
being the caso, it is a corollary of the fact 
that our military organization must be in 
every respect equal to that against which it 
would be opposed in case of war. Let us 
therefore very briefly and succinctly con- 


set in, and unless something be done to 
hold the battalions together they will 
crumble to pieces in the course of a very 
short time. Such aresult is to be deplor- 
ed, but there seems no help for it under 
Grit rule. With an utterly incompetent 
Minister at the head of the Department ; 
with a Finance Minister equally incompe- 
tent, and entirely lacking of resource ; 
with aunexationists in jthe Cabinet,» no 
wonder that it is proposed to leave the 
country without adequate means of defence 
by destroying the efficiency of onr Volun- 
teer organization, and so causing the rapid 
decay of that small but efficient body of 
active militia, which ‘has ever stood ready 
to guard our shores, and testified to their 
fealty with their blood on more’ than one 
occasion. We trust, for the-sake of the 
country, that the force will hold together 
until a more patriotic administration re- 
places the careless, do-nothing incapables 
who see no virtue in patriotism, and think 
more of providing places for their friends 
than of securing the safety of the country,

The following is culled by tho|Mount Fv- | 
rost Oonfederate from a letter written by a | 
former Ontaroian:—I reached Victoria on 
the 16th January, 1876,and to my surpriso | 
the gardens were looking green and many | 
flowers quite fresh ; but after a fow days 
wo had what wo call here a snow storm— 
what we would call in Bruce a_foretaste of 
astorm, about four inches of snow, and 
about ten days of cold,frosty weather, but 
pleasant. During Feburary we had beauti- 
ul weathor, March was somewhat windy | 
with rainyand at times-a little snow, but | 
it.was.all.gono in a few hours, and people 
could be scen fixing up their gardens and 
I think the | 
climate verymuch resembles that of Eng- 
land, with agrocable differences, not quite 
so cold, nor so much fog, and I understand 
not so hot in summer. Victoria is a beauti- 
ful city. situated on rising grounds with 
many good buildings. The population 
varies perhaps from five to seven thousand. 
In the winter miners come down, and add 
to the number considerably, and have what 
they call lively times, but good order is 
enerally kept. The country around, 
Victoria, especially near the sea, is rocky 
and mountainous, but some good lind in 
patches. If you take what is called “Sn- 
anich Road” (after a drive of eight or ten 
miles on a*good gravel road) one comes to 
some splendid farms, but held by men who 
know and care very little about farming 
—men formerly in the service of the 
Hudson Bay Company, and broken down 
minors (I mean in health) who do not know 
the first principles of farming. In follow- 
ing on that road, either to North or South 
Saanich, there are some good farms belong- 
ing'to Canadians and others that wndor- 
stand the business, and are doing well. 
The land is of excellent quality, and if 
managed right brings forth abundantly. 
Prices are more than double what they are 
in Canada ; buta very great drawback to 
this island is the large tract of land held 
by speculators in expectation of big prices. 
But many of them are beginning tothink 
that the Island Railroad will be a failure, 
so that some of themare beginning to lose 
their hold, and offering it for sale a little. 
Some time ago it could not be bought for 
any money; now it can be bought ata 
reasonable price. It is true that some 
come here, and do not like it, I have seen 
a caso or two since I have been here,simply 
because they got homesiok, During their 
stay here they stop around the drinking 
saloons, and hear fabulous stories from 
some one whose interest ison the other 
side of the line, and would do anything to 
impede the progres of British ‘Columbia ; 
but, on the other hand those that) have 
perseverance are doing well, and would not 
leave this Province en any consideration.

An Example of Mohammedan Out- 
es Upon Christians in 
as fie East. { 


Religious toleration among the subjects 
of the Sultan does not seem to have gained 
in strength by the recent decrees, Some 
time ago the tomb of Mr, Morgan, an 
American missionary who was stationed 
for many years at Antioch, and who,dying 
was buried at Habably,a village at Antioch, 
was desecrated and broken up, together 
with the yraves of the native Protestants 
who slept near him. Bands of young men 
and ‘youths of the city have also of late 
been addicted to parading the streets, in- 
yoking curses on the heads of the ‘‘Kaffirs” 
or infidels. The pees coupled with 
frequent insults, did not naturally tend to 
reassure the Christians ; and as no check 
"was attempted to be put upor them by the 
authorities, they have been kept See the 
tenter hook of still greater evil, week 
ago m man, cilled Gabriel Effendy, the 
cashier of the Latakia Custom House, an 
American Christian, a native of Bagdad, 
was accused of being overheard to blas- 
pheme the Prophet while in conversation 
with his wife in hisown garden. This 
crime if proved—and the two witnesses re- 
quired by Koranic: law were not wanting, 
besides others—is punishable by death. 
Notwithstanding the flat denial of the ac- 
¢tised and the improbability of such a state- 
ment, the charge alone was suflicient to 
pour oil on the already lambent flame. 
The city was soon in an uproar, the mob 
crying for vengeance and parading the 
streets with loud cries. The Government 
as usual, looked wise and did nothing. He 
is an old man,whose special mission im be- 
ing sent from Stamboul is (according os it is 
said, to his own statement) limited to levy- 
ing the’ taxes and asserting Moslem ascend- 
ancy. The Major, however, in command 
of the small handful of troops arrested the 
actused,’ and took him to prison under 
escort, to save his life, followed by the 
mob, and safely lodged him there. The tele- 
graph meanwhile reported the state of mat- 
ters to the Governor-General of the Pro- 
vince of Damascus, who in reply sent orders 
to send the man to Tripoli, the chief town 
of the district. He was accordingly mired 
on board the Russian steamer last Sunday 
morning, under a guard, in*conipany of 
several of his accusers.

The Oyster in Hurope. 


The common oyster of Europe,abundant 
on the coasts of Great Britain and France, 
occurs in large banks or beds, sometimes 
extending for miles, usually on rocky 
bottoms ; from about the middle of August 
to the middle of May they are dredged from 
the bottom by a kind of iron rake drawn 
by a boat under full sail, several hundreds 
being taken at a single haul; these are 
transferred to artificial beds or parks, where 
they are preserved for sale, continually 
growing in size and improving in flavor, 
‘The growth of the oyster is slow, it bein 
only..as large asa half-dollar at the en 
of four to six months, and twice that size 
at the end of a year ; inartilicigl beds, the 

‘owth is arte slower, the full size not 

eing attained till the fifth to tho seventh 
year, The west cost of Scotland and the 
Hebrides haye tho best oysters of the 
British coasts, and here in sheltered bays 
they acquire the green color. so estee;ned 
by the epicure, and supposed to be due to 
confervie and similar colored growth in the 
breeding-places ; other English beds extend 
from Gravesend on the Thames along the 
Kent coust, and in the estuaries of the 
Golne and other rivers along the Essex 
coast. The British beds are, kept up by 
careful culture, and by the introduction of 
broods from all quarters ; since 1872 several 
varieties of American oysters have been in- 
troduced, but the planting is still an ox- 
periment, and it is said that the change of 
sea deteriorates their « uality. “Not many 
years ago the beds of France were nearly 
| exhausted ; in 1858 M, Coste recommend- 
od plans for their restoration, and since 
| then the parks in the bays of St. Brieuce 
| and Arcachon, and the Isle of Re, restock

Daily aputelligencer, 


BANQUET AT QUEBHC, 


GOVERNOR-GENERAL'S SPEKGH. 


At a Banquet given to His Excellency 
the Governor-General,, by the. citizens of 
Quebec, on the eyening of the 21abirist., 
he made the following speech :— 


HIS EXCELLENCY’S SPEECH, 


His Excellency rose, amid cheers, and 
said ;— 

Mr. Mayor and Gentlemen,—I can as- 
sure you that it is with feelings of no 
ordinary emotion that, for the first time 
since coming to Canada, I find mysélfcall- 
ed upon to address a public audience in 
this ancient capital ; for at such a moment 
I cannot help remembering under what 
yarious conditions, in how many vital 
emergencies, at what supreme epochs of its 
history during the last 300 years, my illus 
trious predecessors. have had occasion to 
inhabit the city of Quebec, Ina thousana 
vicissitudes of fortune, in perpetual alter- 
nation between triumph and despondency, 
while the savage Indian enemies were lurk- 
ing round your palisades * when famine 
had penetrated your strength, and the wn- 
acvustomed rigors of anaArctic: winter had 
benumbed your faculties ; when pestilence 
had devastated your homes ; when foreign 
enemies were threatening your independ- 
, and hostile cannons were brought 
against your battalions, the Viceroy has 
appealed to your fortitude; to your patience, 
to your charity, to your loyalty ; and 
whether in good fortune rill fortune (you 
had your share of both, as your history 
tells us), never was that appeal in vain. 
(Loud cheers.) But, Mr. Mayor and Gen- 
tlemen, happily those days of dramatic 
oratory are over. From tho rock on*which 
your city is founded, bounded by an 
interminable ocean of primeval forest 
and a waste of barbarism, there 
now stretches forth to the horizon an 
almost ideal landscape of agricultural 
health and beauty ; while your political 
dominions now require two oceans to con- 
fire them, (Loud cheers.) As a conse- 
quence of its extraordinary growth ,the pe 
sonal administration of the Vice-Regal re- 
presentatives of the affairs of this country 
have been superseded by the far more legi- 
timate and more efficacions regime of Par- 
liamentary Government. (Applause.) But 
though relieved of those ideal: responsibili- 
ties which at one time pressed so heavily 
upon the previous occupants of my great 
office and brought them into such close, 
though not always harmonious, intimacy 
with the community they governed, the 
Governor Generals of Canada of to-day are 
all the better able to cultivate those:friend- 
ly, social relations with the inhabitants of 
the country which it is their duty to main- 
tain, and of which this splendid banquet is 
so gratifying an exhibition, (Loud cheers.) 
Glad am I, indeed, and proud, Mr, Mayor, 
to find that the great admiration which I 
have always entertained for the beauty of 
your city, which in my opinion is to be 
rivalled by only two or three capitals in 
the world, the deep sense felt by the late 
Governor and myself of the kindness—I 
may almost say of the affectionate regard 
—with which they have always been met 
by you, should have upon an occasion of 
this kind received so gratifying a recogni- 
tion at the hands of such an assembly. 
(Applause.) Mr. Mayor and gentleman, 1 
only wish that I could make you some 
adequate return. That, however, I know 
to be impossible. But there is one thing 
I can do at all events ; I can take this op- 
portunity of expreasing my warmest and 
deepest sympathy with the efforts which 
you have put forth, Mr. Mayor, and those 
who are associated with you,and those whom 
T have the pleasure of addressing to-night, 
to do justice to the great inheritance which 
you have received atthe hands of those who 
preceded you, by using your utmost endea- 
yors to promote the moral improvement, 
the commercial development and the ‘ex- 
ternal and material adornment of your 
ancient and famous:city. I can assure you 
ithas been with the greatest pleasure I 
have learned that there is now every pros- 
pect of our being able to carry to a success- 
ful conclusion the scheme which has been 
set on foot forthe reparation and for the 
embellishment of the ancient fortitications 
of Quebec (Idud cheers)— a scheme which 
combines a due ‘regard for the growing 
exigencies of your increasing traflic by the 
widening of your thoroughfares and tho 
multiplication of your modes of exit and 
entry. . In doing this you are’after all only 
doing that which has been. done by. every 
municipality in Europe which has had » the 
good fortune torfind itself placed imsimilar 
circumstances, and which aro all wakening 
up to the desirability of preserving’ with 
pious care the memorials of the past. If

thom up to become useful men and women, 
and enlightened citizens. The school-house 
is taking the place of the camp—the pen has 
become mightier than the sword, There is 
no’place where the benofits of education can 
be more readily detected or more highly ap- 
preciated than at an international exhibition. 
A; stepowill take you from all the rudeness 
and roughness ‘of barbarity to the comforts | 
and engaging beauty of civilization ; the pro- 
ductions of the former oxcite only our 
curiosity, whilo the wonderful works of 
civilized life call forth our noblest sentiments, 
Among the many fine displays in the De- 
partment of Education there is one which, on 
account of its magnitude and admirable ar- 
rangement, deserves special notice. I refor 
tothe Canadian department under the able 
management of Dr. S. P. May, of Toronto, 
who is certainly entitled to the highest praise 
for thé admirable manner in which he has pre- 
pared his department for public inspection. 
Great Britain feels proud of it, the Colonies 
point to it with special delight, I spegk with- 
ont fear ef contradiction when I say there is 
nothing in the whole exhibition to compare 
with it, though the displays from several of 
the States are very complete, 

Sir Chas, Reed, of the London School 
Board, Prof. Hayt, of Wisconsin, Gen. Eaton, 
United States Commissioner of Education ag 
Washington, Prof. Wickersham, Supt, of Edu- 
cation in this State, and hosts of other promi- 
nent educators from this and other countries 
speak of the display_in the highest terms of 
commendation. The department can be easily 
found by a short walk up the Canadian avenue, 
where a fine arch bearing the inscription 
‘*Education Department of Ontario’ meets 
theeye, to the right and left of which the 
display extends for several yards, 

Fine large photographs of all the leading 
schools, colleges, universities, and govern- 
ment institutions are mounted in frames for 
the convenient inspection of the public. The 
Deaf and Dumb Insttiution, Albert University, 
and the High School of Belleville, are repre- 
sented by fine large pictures, which would 
have been much better had they been taken 
at some other season than winter—it gives 
them too cold a look, quite contrary to the 
warm hearts that beat within them. The 
Normal Colleges at Toronto and Ottawa, 
which, upon the authority of one of the Mich- 
igan Commissioners, are the best of their 
kind in the world, areshown in very hand- 
some engravings,and appear tomuch better ad- 
vantage than some of the others. Among 
others represented, are the Ward Schools of 
Hamilton and Toronto; Wesleyan Female 
College at Hamilton ; Victoria University at 
Cobourg; Trinity College, Toronto; the 
Blind Institution at Brantford, &c. The 
work done in some of these schools is also éx- 
hibited in specimens of penmanship, map- 
drawing,examination papers, &c., all of which 
clicit the very highest praise,

I noticed a couple of very handsomely 
bound volumes of reports and papers of the 
Deaf and Dumb Institute at Belleville, which 
would no doubt afford very entertaining read- 
ing, were they not under lock andkey. The 
blind show specimens of fine needle-work, 
basket and broom making, cabinet work, 
music books, and a new system of map draw- 
ing, invented by the principal of the institute 
at Brantford. A map of the United States 
drawn in this way hangs upon thewall for ex- 
amination, 

Tn handsome walnut cases faay be found 
models and specimens of every variety of 
school apparatus imaginable—tho articles have | 
all been numbered and when the catalogue, | 
containing a full descriptionof every article ex- | 
hibited, is finished they will afford very in- 
teresting and instructive information to the 
crowds that gather around to examine them, 
Complete sets of geographical, topograph- | 
ical and chemical apparatus are systematical- 
ly arranged and numbered ; botanical speci- 
mens and kindergarten objects are exhibited ; 
in fact, everything needful for the education 
of children from the lowest to the highest 
branches, is displayed with a skill never be- 
fore equalled, The books published by the 
Government, and authorized to be used in the 
public scliools, fill two of the cases, the cheap 
rates al which they are sold astonish the peo- 
ple of this country. The object-lessons in 
natural history, the historical maps and charts, 
and the illustrated system of teaching map- | 
geography deservedly attract a great deal of 
attention.

world. They do everything well in Sweden, 

In connection with the Department of Edu- 
cation, a Contennial National Tnatitute law 
been organized with head-quarters at the 
Atlas Hotel, near the grounds. Its objects 
are: Ist, Aasystematic and exhaustive study 
ef the Exhibition, as a grand complex object 
lesson and exponent of the workl’s civilization. 
2nd, The expositions and embodiment in pub- 
lished form, of the best philosophy and art of 
education of the present times, 3rd, Im- 
proved methods and measures in teaching and 
managing schools ; Professional instruction 
and improvement of teachers. 4th, Criti- 
cism and comparison of American and Foreign 
systems and institutions, that we may know 
the excellencies and defects of our own, and 
appreciate and emulate the excellencies of 
other systems. A series of lactures will be 
given in Institute Hall, Atlas Hotel, by emi- 
nent home and foreign educators, beginning 
on the morning of July Sth. Among the dis- 
tinguished lecturers I notice the names of two 
of Canada’s most noted educators, Dr. May 
and Dr. Hodgson, both connected with the 
Ontario Educational Department. 

These lectures will no doubt prove very 
beneficial, and it is to be hoped that all teach- 
ers and others taking an interest in the sub- 
ject will avail themselves of an opportunity 
to be present. The printed circular states, 
besides other information, that ‘‘ Students 
and Teachers from abroad will find a large 
society of their own fraternity, during the 
months of July and August, at the ‘ Educa- 
tors’ head-quarters’'—the Atlas Hotel. This 
hotel is at the south-west corner of the Cen- 
tennial grounds, just accoss the street from a 
quiet entrance gate. Teachers and their as- 
sociates will find plain and comfortable ac- 
commodation here, at from $1.50 to $2.50 per 
day for hoard and lodging.” 

It may not be out of place in this letter, as 
something closely allied to the subject of Ed- 
ucation, to say something upon the Printing 
and Book Publishing displays of the exhibi- 
tion, About mid-way up one of the ma.n 
avenues of Machinery Hall may be seen a curi- 
ous looking old machine, somewhat dilapida- 
ted and quite out of keeping with the grand 
displays around it, But it was a power inits 
day, and the words of wisdom which it spoke 
to ready listeners are not without effect 
even at this distant day,for no man ever more 
thoroughly impressed himself upon his coun- 
trymen and his country’s destiny than did 
Benjamin Franklin, whose old printing-press 
stands here amid surrounding greatness a si- 
lent witness to the wonderful progress of the 
past century. This press was brought by 
Franklin himself from England, and was no 
doubt as good asany that could be obtained 
at that time, 


Compare it with the presses on either side of 
it—it seems utterly impossible that a man, a 
philosopher too at that, could ever have 
printed anything upon such a queer looking 
old jim-crack as that. But he did, and ex. 
cellent papers they were too. He couldn't 
turn off 30,000 copies an hour, however, all 
folded and ready for the newsboys, as is done 
by the great Walter Printing Press from Lon- 
doy, Whata marvel! It only takes two 
men to tend it, one to look after the .machin- 
eryand the other. to pick up the printed 
papers and pass them ovér the counter to the 
boys for distribution, “The New York 
Herald and Sun print their Philadelphia 
edition in like manner,right here in the build- 
ing. The display made by the book publish- 
ers is simply magnificent. Books of every 
style of binding, and in every language are 
exhibited with rare effect. The great Europ- 
ean book publishers seem determined to sur” 
pass our American firms in the splendor of 
their publications, while the latter really sur- 
pass themselves in the lavish expenditure of 
their own displays.

Acorns for Poultry. 


Baily qencer. 


A correspondent of the Fancier’s Journal 
repeats the question, ‘ Do acorns discolor 
the yolk of oggal” A positive answer, | 
baped on actual experiment, I cannot give, 
but the question reminds mo to say that | 
acorns form excellent food for poultry—tur- 
koys particularly. 

This fall wo fattened quite a number for 
the Thanksgiving market, feeding them 
largely on acorns. ‘They had been well fed | 
and had grown rapidly ever since they were | 
hatched ; from the time acorns bogan to fall 
they had all they could oat. Aftor-boing 
put into fattoning, iary were cracked for | 
them and. placed in feeding troughs. 

As acorns aré well known to be the chiof 
food of the wild turkeys of our woods, and 
as wild game is usually moro highly thought 
of here.than domestic fowls, we conceived 
thé idea of. advertising, ‘' Acorn-fattoned | 
turkeys for Thanksgiving by . Letve | 
orders ab——.” So far aswo have learned | 
since then—and we have made particular 
inquiry—these turkeys gave the highest 
satisfaction to all who bought, I do not 
pretend to say it was the acorns alone that 
mado them so nice, for they could, porhaps, 
have been.as.jwell fattenedon something 
else. ‘They were in prime condition for the 
table in every respect. 

The. oxperiment proved to my mind seve- 
ral things. 1st, That. acorna are a good 
substitute for corn in fattening turkeys, and 
when abundant may be safely and protita- 
bly used for that purpose. 2d. Imagination 
may sometimes serve as well as tho reality. 
When people are led to think they are to 
haye something extra, they aré satisfied 
when they get it, little caring whence its 
actual source, —Ilini, jr. in Prairie Farmer. 


The Way to ExOpaceve from Root 
Cuttings. 
Root cuttings are pieces of roots an inch 
or two long. Many trees and shrubs, dif- 
ficult to propagate by. cutting  offthe top 
or by poe are easily increased by root 
cuttings, among Which are the cylycanthus, 
clethra, different species prunus, such as 
the dwarf double-flowering almond, many 
of the spiraeas, the Japan quince, “ 
acavias, big nonai, celastrus,ceanothas, &e, , 
and of fruit bearing shrubs the raspberrry 
and black-berry. All. shrubs. on. whose 
roots dormant eyes can be seen will grow 
from root cuttings, but it must not be con- 


eyes will not, for some, where the eyes 
cannot be perceived, may be propagated in 
thisway! The cuttings may be ecerred 
in the fall, and if hardy they may be’plant- 
ed immedittely, To save time the roots 
may be taken up in autumn and packed in 
boxes of earth, and the cuttings prépare 
during the winter, when they may be re- 

ked in the earth and planted in spring. 
Blant twoor three inches deep in good 
soil. They grow more quickly and certain- 
lyswith bottom heat, though this is not at 
all necessary.

inches and the other thirty-six inches 
above the ground. At- interyals: between 
these posts I drive down two or three 
small stakes and tie the wires to them, to 
prevent them sagging or moving sidewise 
too much. For tomatoes I thoroughly en- 
rich the soil and set the plants about four 
feet apart. As they grow I train them in 
fan ae by loosely tying the branches, 
first to the lower wire and in due time to 
the upper wire. All side shoots not need- 
ed to coyer the space allotted to each plant 
are pruned away, and the others, aftér 
growing three or four inches above the top 
wire, are pinched in and kept at this 
height. Thus each vine covers about 
twelve square feet of space. They are 
fully exposed to sun, light and air ; they 
ripen well and early ; the fruit does not 
rot or get soiled, is easily gathered, and 
thus trained will produce abundantly. This 
mode of training has been very successful 
with me. I use the same kind of trellis 
for blackberry and ‘raspberry vines or 
bushes, placing wires at heights to svit, 
and find them the cheapest and best of 
anything thus far tried. A pound of No. 
16 wire contains 102 feet in length and 
costs fifteen cents, This makes a cheaper 
trellis than wood, is far better in inany res- 
pects, and is easily kept in repair, or may |

The Way to Pull Wool. 


Prepare a board three feet wide and 
three or four feetin length, with one smooth 
side ; spreada pelt on the smooth side of 
the board, flesh side up. Have mixed some 
lime and water,about the consistency of 
good, rich cream (lime mixture such as is 
suitable for plastermg or laying brick will 
do, you must use a little more in the latter 
Wood ashes mixed with water,as with lime 
will start the wool quicker, but it frequent- 
y eats into the skin, and makes it so tender | 
that. the skin will tear in pulling. Spread 
a thin layer or coating of is mixture all | 
over the flesh side, then fold the flesh sides | 
together careftilly, and roll up and lay in « | 
moderately warm place from six to twelve 
hours ; the wool will then be ready to pull, 
then place the board on an angle of (say) 
forty-five degrees unroll the pelt,scrape ofl 
the lime and lay the flesh side upon the | 
vourd; holding the neck with one handjand | 
with the other slide or push the wool off | 
in a whole fleece, which can bo easily and | 
nicely done in ten minutes. Then roll it 
up, the same as if shorn wool. Put the 
fleeces pealy in a dry, airy place for | 
six or eight days,for the moisture to escape 
that is natural to lately shorn wool,aa 
well as ‘that absorbed from the use ‘of 
lime moisture. Last year we had a similar | 
lot of wool to that we now have, and sent 
it to a wool manufacturer. Their sorter 
yalued it at forty-five cents per pound. | 
Calling such wool worth thirty-five cents 
this year, wo got for the wool of@ach pelt 
$1,92 or 81,17 more than the highest price | 
the polts would have brought, It is more | 
profitable to pull the wool from sheep pelts 
than to sell the pelts

DOMINION DAY. 


There has been not a little difference of 


opinion as to the celobration of Dominion 
Day this year. As the anniversary hap- 
pens to fall on Saturday, it has been sug- 
gested that, in the interest of the business 
men, the celebration be postponed until 
Monday, July 3rd, on the ground that 
Saturday is the chief business day of the 
week, and some trade would be lost by 
the suspension of business on the first of 
July. 
A weaker and more ineflicient argument 
“wo have seldom heard than this, The firat 
of July, 1867, was the date of the consum- 
mation of the union of the Provinces, and 
their constitution as the Dominion of Can- 
ada. The day was sot apartfor the cole- 
bration annually of the birth of the new 
Dominion, and its future observance urged 
by proclamation of the Governor General 
issued in 1869. From that day to this, 
the day has boon enthusiastically colebrat- 
edin each year, and to propose that it 
o should now be set aside till a more con- 
yenient opportunity, is not at all creditable 
to those who make the proposition. Either 
the anniversary is worthy of celebration or 
it isnot. If it is not, then let the day 
quietly pass over ; if it is, the celebration 
ought to be held on the proper day, Half

Canada claims as her own — which is 
solely and only Canadian in its char- 
acter—by all means let us not demon- 
strate the fact by a half-hearted, unmeaning 
substitution for the Ist of July of another 
aay, on which a few dollars less might be 
received in our places of business than if 
“the proper day were observed. Are we Ca- 
ians to be less patriotic—we especially 
of this old loyal Bay district—than our 
neighbors of the United States, ‘who cele- 
brate the anniversary of their national in- 
dependence regardless of what day of the 
_ week (Sunday of course excepted) it falls on? 
Is Dominion Day to be less thought of than 
any other holiday in the year—Christmas 
or New Year's, for example? And are we 
to be less enthusiastic than Toronto,Mont- 
real, Hamilton, London, Ottawa, Picton, 
Trenton, Napanee, and all the principal 
cities, towns and villages in the country, 
which will not ‘postpone’ the Canadian 
holiday for business reasons! Is Belleville 
to stand alone in refusing to accede to the 
loying request of our Governor General, 
made seven years ago, and now reiterated 
by the Lieutenant Governor of this Proy- 
ince in these words:—‘‘ Now Know Ye, 
“that I, Donald Alexander Macdonald, 
“ Lieutenant-Governor of the Province of 
“Ontario, do hereby proclaim and appoint 
“Sarurpay, the Fresr day of Jury noxt, 
“asa Public Holiday, and I do hereby en- 
“Join and call tipon all Her Majesty's lov- 
“ing subjects throughout the Province of 
“Ontario, to join in the due and proper 


“next.” We trust not, for the fair fame 
of our town, but that, on the contrary, the 
Mayor will at once issue his proclamation, 
in accordance with that of His Honor tho 
Lieut. Governor. 

Tothose who would postpone the cele- 
bration, we commend the words of our 
present talented Governor General in his 
speech at Quebec on the 2Ist, wherein he 
said “‘ Mr. Mayor and gentlemen, I will 
“ask you this question: Of what good is 
the largest fortune in the world; what 
“ enjoyment can we get out of these lux- 
“‘urious mansions, or all the eomforts of 
“ modern civilization, if we begin to ne- 
“‘glect the country in which we onjoy 

““ them — (cheers) — if we feel that we 
“have no part in the progress and the his- 
tory of our native land, if our hearts do 
“not throb with the pulsations of its na- 
‘tional life, if we merely cling to it as 
“ parasities cling to a growth of on unheal- 
“ thy character.” Let those to whom we 
refer read and ponder theso eloquent and 
truthful words,and they will rise from their 
perusal with a different and better spirit. 

Tho fears of business men that their trade 
will suffer by the observance of the day we 
do not consider wellfounded. If the peo- 
ple of the country be informed that Satur- 
day will be the holiday, they will make of 
Friday their market day. At any rato, the 
banks and public offices will be closed on 
Saturday, which will be a heavy impedi- 

. ment to business generally, and the trade 
lost on Saturday, if not transacted on Fri- 
day, will be done at some other time not far 
distant. From these conclusions we can- 
not see any reasonable diascnt, therofore we 
confidently anticipate that here, as elso- 
where, the first day of July will be held as 
a public holiday, and duly observed by all 


classes of the community.

Synod of Ontario. 


In the proceedings of the Synod at Kings- 
ton on the 22nd inst., we notice in the News 
the following reference to the: Parish of Stir- 
ling : 

A memorial from the Vestry of St. John's 
Church, Stirling, asking the Synod to grant 
redress to certain grievances existing between 
them and the Rev. J. Halliwell was read. 

The Bishop said he had received a number 
of letters on the subject, accompanied with 
charges against Mr, Halliwell, which he sub- 
mitted tothe Chancellor, whose advice was 
that he (the Bishop) could not issue any com- 
mission in the case. 

Archdeacon Parnell said, from what he 
knew of the caso, the matter could not be set- 
tled by a Committee, He explained the 
position of affairs, The difficulty was in 
reference to the collection of money in the 
parish. 

The Chancellor thought that it would be 
shtisfactory to the memorialists that it should 
be referred to a Committee. The Committce 
would report on the legality of the question, 
The Synod could not try the case. 

A motion was made to refer it to a Commit- 
tee, which was carried, and the Rey. Mr. 
Lewin, Mr. Radenhurst, and Mr. Shannon 
were appointed. 

A Committee was ap; 
the ‘‘Canon on the settlement of Parochial 
Disputes.” On consideration of the report 
the Bishop said there was nothing doing so 
much harm to the Church as the stubborn- 
ness and obstinacy of some of the clergy. 
(Cries of hear, hear.) He wished power 
given to him to remove a clergyman for 
causes other than crime or immorality. Ifhe 
had power of removal in these cases, there 
would be less trouble in future with the 
parishes and missions, 

The report was laid over until next session 
of the Synod. The report and that of Arch- 
deacon Lauder, on the constitution of ves- 
tries, were ordered to be printed. * 

‘Tho usual Committees were appointed. 
Amongst the delegates to the Provincial 
Synod, we notice the name of Francis Mc 
Annany, of Belleville,

George Brown opposed Mr, T. N. Gibbs, 
on which occasion the said Hon, George 
Brown, the Leader of the Party of Purity, 
the denouncer of corruption in every form, 
spent a sum of money not less than twen- 
ty thousand dollars, hoping thereby to buy 
a seat in the new House of Commons. But 
Mr, Brown, despite the corrupt machinery 
he put in motion, was defeated and Mr. 
Gibbs was returned. 

Tt was the wholesale bribery prac- 
ticed during the contest that turned a good 
Reformer like Dr. McGill against Mr. 
Brown at the time, the result being that 
because the doctor would not ‘‘come down 
handsomely "and would not make himself 
a party to Mr. Brown's corruption, the 
wrath of the great Globe, the teacher of 
Grit morality -- fell heavily upon him.

Theso words, uttered by a New York 

rough after deliberately taking the life of a 
man who had notin any way wronged him, 
prved not to be prophetic of his own end, 
for hanged he was for his crime, though at 
tho time thoy were uttered there was ex- 
collent reason for their uso. At that time, 
capital punishmont had been virtually 
abolished in the ‘‘ Empire City," murder- 
ers so almost certainly escaping the gallows 
that the law had lost its torrors and murder 
became a crime ofsuch frequent ocourrence 
that at length, the public became sq dis- 
guated with the constant failure of justice 
and its attendant horrors, that the public 
officials were driven to do thoir duty ; the 
gallows awaited the murderer ; and the 
epidemic of crime came to # sudden end. 

Tn Canada wo are having-« somewhat 
similar experience, and until the people 
demand that the law be more’ vigorously 
administered, it is not likely that the hor- 
riblo crime of murder will become less fre- 
quent than it has unfortunately been of 
late. The Canadian statutes prescribe the 
penalty of death for the crime of murder, 
but it rests with the Minister of Justice to 
determine whether the full sentence of the 
law shall be carried into effect or imprison- 
ment substituted for the death penalty. 
Previous to the dcvession of the present 
Government to power, and more particu- 
larly hefore Mr. Blake entered the Cabinet, 
the Executive (that is, in reality the Min- 
ister of Justice) took the usual course, in- 
tervening only to prevent the execution of 
criminalsewhen séme special feature of the 
case’ cAffed for the exercise of mercy. This 
was right,and met the approval of the peo- 
ple, and murders were of comparatively in- 
frequent ocourrence. Under Mr. Blake’s 
supervision, however, a change has been 
made—a “ Reform" perhaps that gentle- 
man calls it—which has not proved bene- 
ficial, Thojcarrying out of the deatlt sen. 
tence has become the exception and not 
the rule ; andthecommutations which take 
placeare so capricious and so dissonant 
from previous custom, that these stretches 
of executive clemency are not easily to be 
understood.

years ago. He met her subsequently on 
, the boat between Toronto and Niagara,aud 

married her ashort time afterwards. From 
her wedding day until the night she was 
cut up and burnt by her husband, her life 
was a shocking agony ; in fact, the only 
plea that can be entered on behalf of Ward 
in that he mercifullyended her torture even 
though the means he adopted were cruel 
and barbarous beyond description. She | 
left him fora time, but the brute decoyed 
her back to him only to resume with more 
constmmate skill the process of torture, 
When she lay sick in bed, he would jump 
on her and pound her unmercifully. When 
she Bot up and dragged herself about the 
house doing her work, he would approach 
her as if to kiss her, and when she turned 
her face to his, believing that after all he 
had a heart, ho would spit on her and fell 
hertovthe carth. It was proved in coutt 
that this friondless girl endured these and 
other tortures which cannot be mentioned 
for weoks and months, hoping against hope 
thatsome day or other the brute would die 
outofhim. At last a good angel, for in 
this case only a good angel could have ad- 
vised murder, prompted him to’ put an 
end to her indoseribablo misery.”’ 

On the trial this man was shown to haye 
dono all these things, and to have cut his 
wife's “throat with a knife, and then 
to have tried to hack the body to 
picces and burn it ; but in spite of all this

Wo havo no hesitation in charging this 
most undesirable state of affairs chiefly | 
upon Mr, Blake. Tf that gentleman is in 
favor of the abolition of capital punishmont 
and takes this “mistaken method of giving 
effect to his views—abusing the high posi- 
tion which he oceupies to do so, he should 
endeavor f give effect ‘to his ideas in Par- 
liamont, and resign if failure attend his ef- 
The House has alroady pronounced 
omphatically against the doctrinaire idea of 
some few too far advanced Grits that capi- 
tal punishment should be,abolished in this 
country; and until Parliament decrees that 
that view shall prevail, Mr, Blake is bound 
to allow the law to be administered in the 
usual manner, with special consideration 
wherever the circumstances require it, A 
Minister who deliberately sots himself 
against’ Parliament, against the law, and 
against the yoico of the people, as Mr, 
Blake has dono, will yery soon find his 
measure of unpopularity full, and an out- 
raged people demanding his resignation.

There is no expensive. part, of homo 
adornment that. gonduces more. to make a 
room, leok ,wollfurmished, exeopting. pic- 
tures, thannoat, hindsoniecurtains:Plain 
thongh the niaterialanay be, if neatlyehung 
sanddooped-back; the room looks attractive, 
andthe house from the outside ‘has a tidy, 
ite! wppelratic’. "Swiss inusling “plain, 
dotted, figuréd ace ea eae ith Par 
‘Hing, two bréadths’ aba window, ia quite 
in@Epensive, Anil wives an Air of coziness 
and comfort to, the windows. Then the 
material can be washed, starched and iron: 
ed as casily.as an apron. » 

Lace. curtains, Nottingham lace ‘more 
especidlly, are very common atthe pret} 
time, and may be had for from “two déiars 
upward per pair. ‘The choice kind of lace 
may be had ftom ten dollars to one"hondred 
and fifty per pair, Most people send them 
out to be laundriad, the price per pair 
ranging from fifty cents to five dollars, ac- 
cording to the qualjty. They often are 
sent, home looking nicely—but wery tender 
and often spoiled by.an extravagant use of 
soda, by which they are'quickly but ruin- 
dusly bleached. . ‘ 

Let me give the inexperienced a way of 
doing up their own curtains by. which the 
object can be nicely accomplished at home, 
and with no conveniences for drying. ex- 
cept a vacant room, a pair of sheets and 
plenty of pins, z 
© First, shake the dust well out of the lace, 
then put in tepid water in which a little so- 
da has been “dissolved, and wash at once, 
carefully, with the hands, in several waters 
if necessary to make them free from dust 
and color, Then, blue the rinsing water, 
and blue the boiled starch quite deeply, as 
the lace looks less blue when hung against 
the light... Then, having pinned down the 
sheets in a yacanty ainywrooim, pins on’the 
curtains. Very closely, stretched to exactly 
tliesize they were before: being wet. "Ina 
fow hours’ they will'be dry and ready to pit 
ip again at the windows, The wholé pro- 
cess of washing and pinning down should 
Occupy as little tinie’as possible; as lace will 
shrink more than Any, other cotton ppegs 
when long wet. Above all; ibehould not 
be allowed to ‘‘ soak,” from the mistaken 
idea that it Washes more easily ; nor should 
it ever be ironed, as ‘it looks quite fresh and 
néw if’ properly dried. After having the 
supervision 6f the washing and drying of 
seventy-five pairs of lace curtains for seve- 
ral years, we conceived a way by which 
could be avoided the tedious labour ot pin- 
ning the lace to the floor ; we ordered from 
the carpenter a set of frames, very like the 
old fashioned **‘ qnilting frames,” thickly 
studded along the inside with the smallest 
size of galvanized tenter hooks in which to 


pins to vary the “size to suit” the different 
sizes ofr curtains, "As WerSaid” Wefore, the 
curtains: shovldalways be measured before 
being wet and stretched in the frames to 
that size, to prevent shrinking. It takes 
but a few moments to fasten the curtains 
to the hooks, and five or six can.ba pnt.in, 
oe aboye another, aud aperiee atonce. 

he frames can rest on four chairs. The 
cost of them was four dollars—the price of 
having one good pair done away from home 
—and made very tender, and eyemnseless, 
after a year or two. They have proved a 
great saving of libor-and. tinle<# thorough 
success, and we find them a most satisfac- 
tory aid inoursystem of domestic economy. 

There,are various fanciful ways for mak- 
ing.inexpensive loops for fastening batk the 
curtains in the widows." 'Théy may be 
crocheted in white, heavy-tidy cotton and 
stafelied, or formed of’ bits of silk and) vel- 
vet. patchwork, lined, wad and bound, 
or with pieces of rep, wadded and lined, 
quilted by machine. The size*should be 
one yard long and five inches_ wide, with 
neat loops an inch long atieach end, which 
should be-rounded or-pointed ofl-—Inr all 
cases these fancy holders should correspond 
With the covéring of the room.

been ‘exterminated. Here their retreat 
sis secure. One day. recently, ina -cane- 
brake or jungle where T had: sneceeded. in 
penetrating a short distance I started a 
wild boar not ten feet from me, and I may 
‘safely say that he ‘started nie, or startl- 
ed me ut least, But as ‘he ran it did not 
become necessary forme todv's0, even if I 
had-been able., He made a «tremendous 
crashing as if he dashed through sithe dxied 
canesand bushes, but thejungle was so thick 
that I could not point my rifle at,him, at, all. 
Besides bouts; jackals, hyenas,ichneumons, 
and other wild animals frequent these jan- 
glés ; ifid birds also drefound hére’in great 
numbers and+ yariéty. ./We ‘have ‘already 
nearly 100 specimens in our natural history 
collections, some of which are rare,.while 
many are exceedingly beautiful. We have

culturist gives the following formula for 
making Leford’s liquid grafting wax, which | 
is said to have beon highly commended in 
France, and until lately kept a secret 
Melt one pound of common resin over a 
gentle fire, Add to itone ounce of beef 
tallow and stir it well, Take it from the 
fire, let it cool down a little, and then mix 
with atablespoonfal ofspirits of turpentine, 
and after that about seven ounces of very 
strong alcohol (65 per cent.) to be had at 
any drug store. Tho alcohol cools it down 
so rapidly that it will be necessary to put 
it again ‘on the fire, stirring it constantly. 
Still the utmost care must be taken to pre- 
vent the alcohol from getting inflamed. 
‘Lo prevent this the best way is to remove 
the vessel from the fire when the lumps 
which may lve beon formod commence 
melting. This must be continued till the 
wholo is a homogeneous mass, similar to 
honey. After a fow to the 
atmosphere in a thin t it assume a whit- 
ish color and becomes ‘as hard as stone, 
being impervious to water or air

Manure for Grasses, 


} The Michigan Agricultural Gollege made 
careful experiments with different manures | 
as top dressing forgrasses withthe follow=)}) 
ing results”: ithe plots—half an acré Gach’ 
~-of sandy warm soil exhibited the follow- 
The 
top dressing was applied in 1864, and_ the 
grass was cut twice each season in 1865/'and 
1866. The proceeds of each cutting and 
each lot were weighed separately anda 
perfect record kept. The results for the 
four seasons were as follows ; On the plot 
to which no fertilizers or manure was ap- 
plied the total weight of hay yielded per 
acre was 8,740 lbs. Where two bushels of 
plaster per acro were applied the yield per 
acre was 13,335 Ibs ; a gain of 4,484" lbs. 
Where five bushels of wood ashes wero ap- 
plied the yield per acre was 12,007,a gain of 
4,164 lbs. Where three bushels of salt 
were sown per acre the yield was 13,057 
Ibs., a gain per acre of 5,227.1bs. - Where 
twenty loads of muck per acre were laid on 
the yield was 14,686 Nhs, again of 4,524 
Tbs. These are results which indicate that | 
there are fertilizers which will produce as | 
good results as plaster. For instanco the | 
plaster yielded a gain of 41 per cent., while | 
the horse manure gave an increase of 71 | 
per cent., or nearly a ton more grass per 
acre in the three years. ‘

CONSERVATIVE PIC NIC IN SIMCOE. 
Speech of Sir John Macdonald, 


The Record of the Opposing Par- 
ties Reviewed. 


BRILLIANT, EFFORT OF THE LEAD- 
"ER OF CHB OPPOSITION, 


Pho following fullroport of the brilliant 
specoh of Sir John Macdonald.at the Con- 
setvative Demonstration in South Simcoe, 
is extracted from the Toronto Mail 

Sir Joun MacpoNarp’ was introduced 
and was received with repeated cheers. He 
snid that after all the praisos that had been 
showered upon htm in the speeches of his 
too -pavtial -iriends, he almost-blushed to 
presont himself to them. As a politician 
and a lawyer he was bound” to be modest 
—(lutighter)—and he thouglt they’ would 
agree with him that his modesty had to- 
day been severcly tested. However, asa 
friend of his uséd to say with great unction 
*©Go'on my dear sir’; [can stand a great 
deal of flattery.” ‘This, by.the way of jest 
—in real earnest, he felt at the bottom of 
his heart that he would be insensible to 
kindness if he did not express his gratitude 
for the complimentary languago that had 
been used towards him by, representative 
men, men of such standing and reputation 
in the country as those gentlemen who had 
been good enough to speak in his behalf 
andin his praise on this occasion. He 
had Jong wished to see the men who with- 
out seeing him—he might almost say with- 
out knowing him, except what they saw 
and réad in the public press—during the 
long period he had something todo with 
the Government.of the country,had always 
sent him a friend, a supporter,a councillor, 
Other. constituencies might vary ; some 
might support him on one occasion, and 
desert him at the next election, but through 
good report and’ bad report—whether he 
was at the head of a Government or wheth- 
er he was at the bottom of an Opposition, 


driven, had never been induced by the

wilderness, to take up their residence/once 
again under the deat old flag, at the cost 
of hewingout of the virgin forest new habi- 
tations, and who, with their sons ‘in after 
years, gave all, even to life itself, in de- 
fence of the land of ther choice—was that 
day consummated. That union has proy- 
ed ahappy.one in every respect. The 
blending together of the hitherto separated 
Provinces under one Government; the 
concentration of allthe previously scattered 
resources of the four large communities 
| whiah-at-fireh bammad- the Crmbadanation + 
the binding together of Ontario and Que- 
bec and the Maritime Provinces by means 
of the Intercolonial Railway, all have ten- 
ded to create trade between the different 
members of the Confederation, whose for- 
tunes at once tooka favorable turn, aud 
induced Prince Edward's Island and 
British Columbia, which had at first re- 
mained aloof, to join with us in working 
out the destiny of this great country. Our 
domain now extends from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, and the future seems without 
a cloud, if ourrulers prove but wise. 

It is meet and proper that Canadians— 
and in this comprehensive. term)! we em- 
brace all persons of whatever nationality 
who have cast in their lot with the people 
of this country, aswell as the natives— 
should hold in remembrance a day which 
proved. productive of such great results, 
and it is gratifying to record the fact that 
jit isso held. It is the one anniversary 
which should be celebrated by the people 
of this fair land, as commemorative of the 
grandest event in our political history. 
Such celebration inculcates, encourages 
and stimulates a national sentiment, and 
serves to remind us of present blessings 
and of the duty which we owe to tho coun- 
try.
